Warm Springs, Ga., August 18.—(Special.) 
Six strong purposes fought and closed and 
crossed in this feverish and fitful fourth 
congressional convention today, and each 
‘purpose, backed by stanch political soldiers, 
was to name a man to succeed Charles L. 
iMoses in congress. 
| And back of one purpose was Mr. Moses 
himself. 

Five indecisive sessions only served to 
further mix and complicate the situation, 
and the day of nervous, tentative skirmish- 
ing has been hopelessly barren of visible 
results, and six candidates are still hotly 
waxing fight for the congressional nomina- 
tion, and so far as today’s many sessions 
of the convention have affected them—the 
chances of each man are as good as they 
were before the delegates left home yester- 

day.

'The prophesied deadlock has come, and 
the six candidates have neither lost nor 
gained today, and they have the votes ac- 
tredited to them in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion—only those and no more.

Convention Called To Order. 

Candidate Kimbrough was booked to call 
tha conventicn to order as chairinan of 
the district committee, but out of regard 
for the proprieties of the occasion, he did 
not appear in the hall. 

In his stead came the tall and boyish 
looking recorder of Columbus, A. W. Co- 
zart. He made a few democratic remarks 
along Bryan lines which struck fire. Mr. 
A. F. Cox, of LaGrange, was elected tem- 
porary chairman and P. T. MeCutchen. 
of Heard, secretary. The roll call of coun- 
tles was quickly perfected, and permanen* 
organization entered into. Mr. Louis H 
Chappell, of Columbus, was elected perma- 
nent chairman and Mr. Cox, of LaGrange, 
secretary. In taking hold of the reins of 
the convention, Mr. Chappell made a stir- 
ring democratic speech, which was gener- 
ously applauded. 

G. J. Peacock, of Columbus, offered a 
resolution pledging the mominee of the con- 
vention to the Chicago and Georgia plat- 
forms. 

Candidates Are Nominated. 

Then, with the thermometer dancing 
around the century mark, the tedious pro- 
cess of leading out six candidates began. 
The hall was a flutter with fans and the 
porch running around the hall held a pretty 
army of brightly dressed femininity. 

C. P. Gordon, of Carroll, went to the 
stand to name the unanimous choice of 
Carroll. Mr. Gordon 1s a perfect counter- 
feit of William J. Bryan. He has the solid 
build, the firm features, the strong, beaked 
nose, the clear cut lips and the raven locKs 
of the Nebraskan. Even to the bald spot 
he resembles democracy’s standard bearer. 
Hie proved a happy speaker, too. He said 
Carroll had never asked for office, but 
had always been a loyal supporter of dem- 
ocracy. He said that Judge W. C. Adam- 
son was one of the ablest constitutional 
lawyers in the state, a brilliant man and 
a loyal friend. He would reflect credit 
upon the state in the halls of congress. 
The nomination of Jucge Adamson was 
received with enthusiastic cheering.’ Judge 
Adamson’s name was seconded by 
Hion. W. H. Daniel, of Heard, in an 
enthusiastic speech. He said no purer, 
abler man lived in the state. 

Hon. Hewlett Hall, of Coweta, presented 
the name of Mr. Moses for renomination. 
He said that it had been said that common 
sense was genius in its working garb, and 
that Mr. Moses, while perhaps not so 
brilliant as some, was a hard worker, and 
made a good congressman. He was the 
man for the emergency. 

Mr. Russell, of Harris, said his county, 
like that of Judge Adamson’s, had never 
asked for honors, and had never received 
any. He presented the name of Hon. T. H. 
Kimbrough, a leading farmer and splendid 
Harris. 

Mr. Monroe, of Marion, in a strong and 
eulogistic address, named Hon. J. J. Dun- 
ham. Mr. Monroe’s address was fervid in

He said that, 
without his wooing, Meriwether county had 
put Warner Hill in the race. Mr. Hill was 
a man who possessed the high merit en- 
titling him to the nomination. The name 
of Mr. Hill was received with cheers. Judge 
Martin, of Columbus, seconded it. Judge 
Turner, of Columbus, seconded the nomina- 
tion of Judge Adamscn. 

Last cn the list came 
the handsome young statesman, bearing 
the cause of Judge F. M. Longley. He said 
that he came last, but he had the authority 
of no less a source than the scripture for 
saying that the first shall be last and the 
last shall be first. He made a happy pre- 
sertation of his candidate. Mr. Cotter, of 
Troup, seconded Mr. Longley. 

It was 1 o'clock when Pittman sat down, 
and the six racers were formally on the 
track. The jockeys were hungty, and an 
adjournment was taken for dinner. At 2:30 
o'clock the delegates reassembled, and after 
listering to two se7onding speeches, which 
had somehow got sidetracked during the 
morning, some enterprising delegate called 
for a ballot.

Short Recess Is 

After sixteen tedious ballots, a twenty 
minutes’ recess was taken. During this 
brief pause there was much conferring, 
but the seventeenth ballot showed but one 
change. Heard county gave Adamson her 
two votes. The friends of the Carroll 
county man greeted this accession with 
cheers. The balloting continued until the 
twenty-third ballot, Heard county voting 
alternately for Adamson and Moses. 

A motion to adjourn until 5 o’clock met 
with opposition. It Was necessary to call 
the roll of counties to determine the ques- 
tion. The vote was a tie—16 to 16—and it 
devolved upon Chairman Chappell to settle 
the question. He voted aye, and the recess 
was taken. It was a busy time for the 
delegates. They gathered under the breezy 
pines and caucused informally. Some of 
them took a cool plunge in the pool to 
quiet their nerves, and some gathered 
around the anxious candidates at the hotel. 

Crowds That Are Present. 

Manager Davis had his hands full. There 
are something like 209 people in attendance 
upon the convention. The fact that there 
are only thirty-two votes in the convention 
is no index to the size of the crowd. 

A goodly delegation came down from la- 
Grange to whoop up things for Mr. Longley. 
He did not arrive until this morning. The 
other candidates came last nicht. The 
Troup delegation is headed by such men as 
J. H. Pittman, F. M. Ridley, J. E. Dunson, 
W. G. Dallis, C. E. Cotter and others. 

The delegation from Carroll is a notably 
strong one. It is headed by Hon. 8. E. 
Grow and C. P. Gordon. They are here to 
stand by Judge Adamson to the last. If it 
comes to a question of physical endurance, 
they will be in it with the best. Judge 
Adamson's headquarters at the hotel are 
constantly filled with delegates.

Governor Atkinson Addresses the De- 
money a at Savannah, 


BELIEVES Wt LOCAL OPTION

HITS THE POPULISTS SOME HARD LICKS 


Says They Wil: Be Snowed Under by 
40,000 Majority—Convincing 
Argument for Silver. 


Savannah, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
a night dark and stormy, and with 
a pouring The thunder of the ele- 
without vied with and sometimes 
overpowered the political thunder within 
Odd hall where &S00 dem- 
ocrats gathered to hear state and 
discussed by Georgia’s democratic 
leader—Governor Atkinson. 

Governor Atkinson arrived at 6 
this morning and was met at the 
President A. N, Manucy and Vice 
dent L. M. Warfield, of the Bryan 
Sewall club. In the morning he held an in- 
formal reception at the DeSoto and met 
Savannah democrats. In the after- 
in company with Mayor Myers, Con- 
gsressman Lester and several prominent 
Officials, he was driven out to the Savan- 
nah Yacht Club at Thunderbolt, where the 
party remained until almost time for -the 
address. 

A severe thunder shower began early in 
the evening and the rain came down in 
torrents. This, however, dismayed not 
the crowd of loyal democrat,s who would 
have heard Governor Atkil had a 
West India cyclone been Upon then 

Governor Atkinson was introduced tp his 
Jarge audience by President Manucy, of 
the Bryan and Sewall club, three 
cheers were given from more than _ 800 
throats when he arose to speak. 

Governor Atkinson address 
with some kindly references to the situa- 
tion in Chatham county, where he said he 
knew the democracy was divided: but this 
time when all democrats must lay 
aside local differences and forget local 
disputes, for the sake of party success. 
Chatham has long been an alleged goldbug 
Stronghold, and it was for this reason, no 
doubt, that Governor Atkinson devoted a 
large part of his time to the financial is- 
but to his surprise, and gratification, 
no doubt, the crowd was with him on this 
line and applauded almost his every 
tence. His argument to show that compe- 
tition in securing silver mrtust raise the 
gommercial value to the coinage value (was 
not short of convincing. His statement 
that all the silver in the world divided by 
16 would give the weight of the gold, and 
that therefore God Almighty must have 
had something to do with the ratio, caught 
his hearers, and they cheered him lustily. 
There were few if any gold men in the au- 
dience, and to them he appealed to sup- 
port the party nominees, as he had done 
when Cleveland was offered to the party 
to support. Silver, ‘the said, was made inte 
Subsidiary coin in gold standard countries 
ata ratio of 15 to 1, and few if any of them 
would want to send it here at a loss. But 
if they want to dump. it on us, for God’s 
sake let them dump, and we'll be glad to 
get it. He discussed the silver question on 
this line for some time before referring to 
the prohibition issue. He said: 

Scores the Populists. 

“In discussing these questions I shall con- 
Sider none but the two parties—the demo- 
cratic and republican. The other party is a 
dying party. It has been known by all 
sorts of names—people’s party, populist, 
third party, pops, and now they have gone 
off on a new tack and taken up a new is- 
sue. In their national convention they 
could not find a man fit for the office in its 
own ranks and had to go outside and nom- 
inate a democrat. In our state it could not 
find within its rangs a man that was big 
enough and able enough to be governor, so 
it had to go outside to find a candidate. 
His name is Sea-born Wright. That means 
born at sea, and from all indications he 
has been at sea ever since. He is a man 
who has belonged to every party that has 
existed and has deserted every one he has 
ever belonged to. He is the man they have 
selected to be sacrificed. In Alabama the 
populists used to have some standing. In 
1892 they lost by only 11,000. This year thev 
were snowed under by 40,000 votes, and it 
will be the same way in Georgia in Octo- 
ber. 

“If I am worthy of re-election,” he said, 
“the people will vote for me, but if my ad- 
ministration has not been such as to merit 
it, they would not. The strongest indorse- 
ment of my administration was by the re- 
cent populist convention. It is customary 
for parties in conventions to denounce each 
other whenever there is anything to de- 
nounce, but in not one of their resolutions 
did they or could they say one word con- 
demnatory of the democratic ,dministra- 
tion of the last four years. hen a man 
has got enough of a thing he usually says 
so. It is that way especially with a man 
that has got enough whisky, and from the 
populist platform I should judge that is 
the fix they are in. 

Local Option the Solution. 

‘Local option, the right of every commu- 
nity, every county, to regulate the traffic 
itself is the only solution of the question. 
When such men as Governor Northen were 
in the legislature and the wet men were in 
the ascendency in the state, they came to- 
gether and it was agreed that every county 
should control this question for itself, In 
Newnan, in Coweta county, my home, |] 
voted for prohobition myself. I am a pro- 
h{bitionists when it comes to my own home 
and my own community, and I would be so 
again and aways whenever the issue comes 
up, but I believe in prohibition that prohib- 
its and not that which is a dead letter upon 
the statute books. While I may believe in 
prohibition in Coweta county, I do not 
believe I have the right to come down here 
and force it upin Chatham county, when 
Chatham county don’t want it. That I 
will never believe and that I will never do. 
(Prolonged applause.) 

As to the Convict Lease. 

‘In closing I want to say a few words on 
the convict lease system. I am utterly op- 
posed to ever again leasing the _ state's 
convicts to private parties upon the pres- 
ent terms—terms which place them in the 
power and at the mercy of those who have 
them under their immediate control. 
Equally am I opposed to bringing them in 
competition with our skilled labor.”’ 

tovernor Atkinson advocated a plan for 
the emplcyment of convicts by the. state, 
or suth supervision by the state, as will 
give them immunity from cruel and in- 
human treatment. He also advocated state 
control of county chaingangs, from many 
of which he sa‘d he had had reports of 
innumerable horrors The state, in its 
sovereignty, he said, should exercise its 
control over these convicts and see that 
they were treated humanely. 

Governor Atkinson had to conclude his 
remarks here and go to his train. The 
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Judge Geiger Speaks. 

Judge W. W. Geiger, the nominee for 
the senate from the first district, then 
made a short speech, in which he said he 
was no prohibitionist, and never had been 
one. He believed in local option, he said, 
as the only solution of the liquor question. 
He intended, he said, to stand by the - 
terests ef Chatham county and find 6ut 
what the people wanted before he voted on 
local measures. 

This is practically the opening of the 
campaign in the soythwestern part of the 
state, and in spite of the weather, it was 
opened under auspicious circumstances.

Jacksonville, Fla., August 15.—The steam- 
er Three Friends, in charge of a lieutenant 
from the revenue cutter George §S. Bout- 
well was ordered up from Mayport last 
evening, arriving here at 1:30 o’clock this 
morning. The steamer was anchored in 
the river astern of the cutter. 

This morning Captain Kilgore, of the 
Boutwell, ¢ Brownard and United 
States District Attorney Frank Clark held 
a consultation of more than an hour in 
the custom collector’s.office in the 
ernment building. 

The meeting was held under instructions 
treasury department at Washing- 
ton, which were received late last night, 
directing that another inspection of the 
Steamer Three Friends be made and that 
a complete report be made to the depart- 
ment today. It was also learned that be- 
fore the Three Friends will be released that 
Captain Brownard will be required to make 
relative to the business of his 
the business on which was 
about to embark when captured by the 
Boutwell Saturday, which he has agreed 
to do, inasmuch as the Three Friends has 
no arms or ammunition aboard and has 
violated none of the neutrality laws. 

Captain Frank Sollee, inspector of the 
custom house in this port, will make a 
final inspection of the Three Friends, in 
pursuance of the order from Washington, 
and he will at once forward the same by 
wire to Washington, when, if the inspec- 
tion results satisfactorily, it is thought 
that the steamer will be released from cus- 
tody. The inspection will be made in the 
presence of Captain Ki we and his offi- 
cers, from the cutter, 4#d Captain Brown- 
ard and the owners of the tug. 


SPAIN’S MISDIRECTED EFFORT. 
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Attempt to Bribe the Captain of the 
- Commodore Fails. 

Chatleaben: S. C., August 18.—Captain 
Thomas Morton, of the filibuster Com- 
modore, left this city for New York tnis 
afternoon after putting his little vessel on 
the ways here. Before leaving he told a 
reporter of The News and Courier a sensa- 
tional story about an attempt on the part 
of the Spanish government to buy him. 

He saia that the negotiations were con- 
ducted through a spy named Benson, who 
had been watching the Commodore for 
weeks, but that the offer came from Span- 
ish Consul Jose Congosto, at Philadelphia. 
Hle exhibits in proof of his story a type- 
written document from the consul. In it 
Morton’s name is mentioned, but it is an 
offer of $10,000 for the betrayal of any Cu- 
ban expedition. 

Captain Morton says that the Commodore 
has been kept here to detain the cutter 
Colfax from interferring with the Daunt- 
less expedition which recently left Bruns- 
wick.

The fact that the executive committee rep- 
resenting the populist national committee 
is composed of the friends of Mr. Watson, 
the populist nominee for vice president on 
the same ticket with Mr. Bryan, causes 
some annoyance to those who are endeay- 
oring to bring about an adjustment of the 
question who shall be the choice of the 
electors to be selected in the states where 
fusion has been agreed upon or where such 
fusion is believed to be practicable. 

The position of some of the ultra-popu- 
list leaders that Mr. Sewall shall with- 
draw. is constantly combatted by the demo- 
cratic leaders, but they have thus far, ap- 
parently been unable to offer any solution 
that diminishes the opposition of the popu- 
lists to Mr. Sewall. It is sa’d positively 
tonight that Mr. Butler refused to give Mr. 
Jones any satisfactory answer to the many 
queries he submitted at this interview. 

While Mr. Howell will be nominally in 
charge of the literary work of the national 
committee, thea real head of that impor- 
tant branch will be Representative Rich- 
ardson. Mr. Howell will come to Washing- 
ton only occasionally and give his counsel 
and advice, but Mr. Richardson will re- 
main here and have charge of the head- 
quarters for the national committee. He 
will have several of the rooms in the 
Wormley hotel, now occupied by the con- 
gressional committee, and a sufficient force 
of men under him to do the large task out- 
lined for him by Chairman Jones. Mr. 
Richardson's experience in the house and 
his extensive acquaintance with newspaper 
men makes him a good person for this 
work, and he will at once begin the labor 
of reducing the business to a thorough sys- 
tem. 


ITIKE THE TWO OLD “PARTIES 


Populists Select Two Cities as Head- 
quarters. 

Washington, August 18.—The populist par- 
ty, like the two old parties, will have two 
headquarters, the main office to be in Wash- 
ington and the branch in Chicago. 

The three members of the committee who 
were here vesterday, Messrs. Edgerton, of 
Nebraska; Secretary Reed, of Georgia, and 
Washburn, of Massachusetts, were joined 
this morning by Senator Marion Butler, 
of North Carolina: Chairman J. R. Sov- 
ereign, of Arkansas, master workman of 
the Knights of Labor, and Dr. C. F. Tay- 
lor, of Pennsylvania, who met shortly af- 
ter noon in Senator Butler’s room at the 
Shoreham. They were in session about an 
hour, and after they had separated for 
lunch, Chairman Butier related to the news- 
paper men what had been done. 

To a reporter for the Southern Associated 
Senator Butler said: 
this morning was largely 
informal, and no definite action was tak- 
en upon any subject. We did not care for 
one thing, to act in the absence of Mr. J. 
W. Breidenthal, of Kansas, whose presence 
at our meeting is expected. The other two 
members of the committee, Mr. M. C. 
Rankin, of Indiana, and John S. Dore. of 
California, will not be here. Mr. Rankin 
is treasurer of the national comgnittee, 
and as such ex-officio a “member of the 
executive committee, but his presence is not 
essential, as his vote will not be necessary 
to settle anything. 

‘“‘Nearly ail of the session this morning 
was spent in hearing reports from the sev- 
eral members. Ever since the St. Louis 
convention, my t me has been so taken up 
with affairs in my own state that I have 
given attention to only such national mat- 
ters as demand instant action. Therefore, 
Jd desired before entering formaliy upon the 
transaction of business to learn what my 
associates could tell me of the condition 
of things in their respective territories. I 
may say, without going into details, that 
the reports were far more satisfactory than 
I had reason to look for. Mr. Dore, the 
California mémbei, has sent a written re- 
port of the condition in his state and on 
the Pacific coast generally, which shows 
that things are all right there. California 
is absolutely sure for the sjlver candidates: 
and the same is true of other states in the 
far west.

SATOLLI’S SUCCESSOR NAMED. 


Father Mortinelli Appointed Papal 
Delegate to United States. 

Washington, D. C., August 18.—The re- 
ported appointment of Father Martinelli 
as successor to Cardinal Satolli as papal 
delegate to the United States, has been 
confirmed by Dr. Rooker, secretary of the le- 
gation, who has just returned from his 
vacation. He says there will be no official 
notification of the change until the new 
delegate arrives, and gives the following 
as the order of proceedure: 

FatherMartinelli on completing his ar- 
rangements with his order, will sail for 
this country, bearing credentials from 
Cardinal Ledochowski, prefect of the 
propaganda fide, to Cardinal Satolli. The 
Cardinal will then install the new dele- 
gate in office and explain all details of 
uncompleted business affairs. Accord- 
ing te our latest advices, Father Marti- 
nelli, on August 23d, will be consecrat- 
ed archibishop wf a titular see, always 
a preliminary step in sending a diplomat 
of his rank. He will sail from Genoa 
about the first week of September. Car- 
dinal Satolli expects to leave America 
the early part of October. 

In regard to his own position and that of 
Monsignor Sharretti, auditor of the lega- 
tion, Dr. Rooker says: 

The term of appo'ntment 
is for four years. Monsignor 
tis term will not expire before Febru- 
ary of next year. It is likely he will re- 
main until that time, but it is also possi- 
ble that Father Martinelli may bring an 
auditor with him. The office of secre- 
tary has no stated period of service 
but is determined by the propaganda au- 
thorities as they see fit.

Lexington, Ky., August 1*’.—The famous 
letter purporting to have been written by 
Mrs. J. Fletcher Johnston, of this city, to 
Governor Bradley, regard'ng the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Judge Cantrill and Mrs. 
S. A. Charles, as delegates to the Tennes- 
see centennial, is developing one of the 
biggest sensations ever known in Ken- 
tucky. S. A. Charles, husband of the lacy 
who was referred to in the letter to Gov- 
ernor Bradley as of having no more “cul- 
ture than a chambermaid.” is pushing the 
matter to a crisis. He took a photographic 
copy of the Governor Bradley letter and a 
letter written by Mrs. Eugenia Dunlap 
Potts, to a ngwspaper office in this city and 
showed them to the managing editor. Mrs. 
Potts is the society editor of this paper, 
and Mr. Charles expressed surprise to the 
editor that he should employ Mrs. Potts af- 
ter the editor had said that the hand-writ- 
ing of the Bradley letter and of the one 
known to have been written by Mrs. Potts 
was the same. 

Judge George Denny, the recent republi- 
can nominee for congress, who is a brother- 
in-law of Mrs. Potts, says he will not al- 
low Mr. Charles or any other man, to tra- 
duce any member of his family; that there 
is not a drop of cowardly blood in the Den- 
ny and Dunlap veins, and he proposes to 
defend the. honor of his sister-in-law, no 
matter what consequences may be.

SENSATION 


Thrilling litpepianes of Mr. Dugger in 
Tallulah’: Mad Waters. 
Athens, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)—Pres- 
ident Bradwell tells a thrilling story of an 
incident connected with the state normal 
school excursion to Tallulah Falls last Sat- 

urday. 

A party of young men, who were with the 
excursion, went down into the grand chasm 
and went in bathing in the river at a point 
between Hurricane and Oceana falls. 

In this party was Mr. C. EK. Dugger, of 
Decatur county. 

Mr. Dugger was a good swimmer, but he 
ventured too near Oceana falls and almost 
before he was aware of it he had been 
sucked into the current of the whirlpool. 

He tried in vain to stem the current which 
carried him with irresistible force toward 
the falls. His companions saw him in his 
perilous position, but could not save him. 

In a moment he was on the edge of the 
falls. and then with a mighty bound he 
shot downward forty-one feet to the foot 
of Oceana falls. 

His companions hurried to the river bank 
and secured a long grapevine, with which 
they proposed to rescue him. 

They went below the falls expecting to 
find the dead body of Mr. Dugger on the 
rocks below. They were surprised to find 
Mr. Dugger alive and battling with the 
whirling river. 

The vine was thrown out to him and he 
was hauled to the bank. He had made a 
rapid and perilous descent of the fall of 
forty-one feet and had not received so much 
as a scratch. 

Mr. Dugger was somewhat stunned by 
the force of the fall, but was otherwise un- 
injured. He relates the feelings to the 
young men that he experienced as he went 
ovr the falls. He was satisfied that he 
had taken a plunge to ceath. 

This is the first instance on record of a 
man plunging over Oceana falls without 
receiving serious injuries.

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
Fellow Democrats (applause)—With the in- 
spiring strains of that national song still 
ringing in our ears, who can doubt the 
issue of this campaign? (Applause.) That 
issue has been well stated by your presid- 
ing officer. Stripped, as he says, of all 
verba! disguise, it is an issue of common 
honesty (more applause)); an issue be- 
tween the honest discharge and the dis- 
honest repudiation of public and private 
Obligations. It is a question as to whether 
the powers of this government shall be 
used to protect nonest industry or to tempt 
the citizen to dishonesty. On this question 
honest men cannot differ. (Applause.) It 
fs one of morals and justice. It involves 
the existence of social order. It is the con- 
test for civilization itself. If it be dis- 
heartening to democrats and the lovers of 
free institutions to find an issue of this 
character projecting into a presidential 
campaign, this meeting furnishes us with 
an inspiring truth of how that issue will 
be nfet by the people. (Applause.) 

“A democratic convention may renounce 
the democratic faith, but the democracy 
remains faithful to demoratic principles. 
(Applause.) Democratic leaders may  be- 
tray a convention to the populists, but they 
cannot seduce the poorest of democratic 
Voters from the pathway of honor and of 
justice. (Applause.) A candidate bearing the 
mandate of a democratic convention 
may in this hall open a canvass levelied 
against the foundations of social order and 
he beholds the democratic masses con- 
fronting him organized for the defense.

Will Oppose the Majority. 

“We must oppose the nominee of the Chi- 
cago convention, (a voice, “‘hurrah,’’) and 
we know full well that the success of our 
Opposition will mean our own exclusion 
from public life, but we will be consoled 
and gratified by the reflection that it will 
prove that the American people cannot be 
divided into parties on a question of simple 
morals or of common honesty. (Applause.) 
We would look in vain through the speech 
delivered here one week ago wo find a true 
Statement of the issue involved in this 
canvass. (Laughter). Indeed, I believe it 
is doubtful if the candidate himself quite 
understands the nature of ‘the faith which 
he professes. (laughter). 

“Il say this, not in criticism of his ability, 
but in justice to his morality. (Laughter). 
I believe that if he himself understood 
the inevitable consequences of the doctrines 
Which he preaches that his own hands 
would be the very first to tear down the 
platform on which he stands.

But there was one statement in that speech 
which was very free from ambiguity, pregz- 
nant with hope and confidence to the lovers 
of order. He professes his unquestioned 
belief in the honesiy of the American 
Masses, and he quoted Abraham Lincoln 
in support of the faith that was in him. 
Well I do not believe that the faith of 
Abraham Lincoln was ever more signili- 
cantly justified than in the appearance 
which Mr. Bryan presented upon this plat- 
form. in the change that has come over the 
6pirit and the tone of populistic eloquence 
since the Chicago convention. We all must 
remember that lurid rhetoric which glowed 
as fiercely in the western skies as that 
sunlight which through the past week fore- 
told the torrid heat of the ensuing 
day and here upon this platform, we find 
that same rhetoric as mild, as insipid as 
the waters of a stagnant pool. He is a 
candidate who was swept into the nomina- 
tion by a wave of popular enthusiasm.

He is a cand’date who, on his trip 
home and in the in'tial steps of his trip 
eastward, declared that this was a revolu- 
tionary movement: who no sooner found 
himself face to face with the American 
feeling than he realized that this soil is 
not propitious to revolution.

The 
power of public opinion, which caused the 
vivid oratory of the Chicago platform to 
burn low and soft as the moonlight outside 
of th’s platform, which has already shown 
its power to control populistic eloquence, 
will show the full extent of its wisdom, 
will give Abraham Lincoln’s prophecy its 
triumphant vindication when it crushes the 
seed of populistic socialism next Novem- 
ber. (Cheers.) F 

He Discovers a Statement. 

“Now, my friends, I have said there was 
one statement of great significance in Mr. 
- Bryan's speech. There is another portion 
of which is singularly free from any ob- 
scurity, and that may be comprised within 
the two initial paragraphs where he tAliks 
logically, consistently, plainly, the language 
of revolution. Whatever change may have 
come over his manner as a.candidate. how- 
ever mucaA the vehemence of his eloquence 
‘may have been reduced, two things for 
which he stands remains unaltered. On this 
platform he .defended the most revolu- 
tionary plank of the Chicago convention in 
speechless vehement, but not less earnest 
than that in which he supported their 
adoption. On this platform he defended the 

pulistic programme of overthrowing the 

ntegrity of the supreme court (applause). 

If there be any fruit which has grown for 
the benefit of all mankind out of the estab- 
lishment of our republic, it has been the 
demonstration that it is possible by the 
organization of an independent tribunal to 
safeguard the rights of every citizens and 
protect those natural privileges against 
any invasion from whatever source, or 
however powerful might be the antagon ‘z- 
ing elements (applause).

I do 
not make this statement through any pre- 
tense of special affection for the man who 
works with his hands. Such a pretense 
made in the heat of a presidential canvass 
would merely insult and discredit the in- 
telligence to which {ft is addressed. (Ap- 
plause.). I repeat that I would 
any measure calculated to increase the 
rate of wages, because I know of no test 
of prosperity absolutely infallible except 
-} the rate of wages paid to laborers. (Ap- 
plause.) Where the rate of wages is high, 
there -must be prosperity: where the rate 
of wages is low, there must necessarily be 
distress.

Talks of Bryan’s Methods. 

‘Now, let us see how Mr. Bryan proposes 
to deal with this question. I have looked 
through his speech to find out just what 
he thinks he is going to do for the ljahor- 
ing man, and,]1 find that he dismisses him 
with a very few and some very unsatis- 
factory phrases. But it is pertectly clear 
that the purpose of the populist is to put 
up the prices of certain commodities. Mr. 
Bryan's language is that he is going to 
improve the conditions of the people 
this country. Not of ail of them, but of 
the greatest number. Well, now, I don't 

suppose Mr. Bryan pretends to any mirac- 
ulous power. If he is going to work any 
change in the conditions of men, he must 
increase the material possessions of some 
purt of the community. Now, if he got 
possession of the gevernment tomorrow, 
he could not create one single thing of 
Value by any exercise of governmental 
power in the worll. (That is right.’) 

“No power ever yet exercised by tyrant 
or constitutional monarchy can cause a 
barren field to become fruitful, can cause 
two blades of grass to grow where one 
grew before, can bring together the stones 
Which compose the building and raise them 
into a stately temple dedicated to political 
discussion. No, it requires the labor of 
man, and the labor of man alone, to create 
wealth. If, then, Mr. KHryan is going to 
enrich somebody, the thing which he 
means to bestow on him he must take from 
somebody else. Who is to be despoiled and 
who is to be enriched by the exercise of 
this new scheme of government? (Cry of 
‘Silve- mine owners.) My friends, the silver 
mine owner will get cheated with the rest. 
(Laughter.) If ever the populist has his 
way, nobody will be benetiited, roc even 
Mr. Bryan. (Laughter.) I will venture to 
say here and now that if the face of provi- 
Cence should be averted from this land and 
Ssuchea calamity as Mr. Bryan's election 
were permitted by it, the man who would 
suffer mcst by that event would be the 
false prophet, who would be torn to pieces 
by an outraged public whose prosperity hi 
had ruined.'’ 

Quoting Mr. Bryan as proposing to in- 
crease the price of commodities, Mr. Cock- 
re’. elaborated an argument to show that 
when th's increase is brought about labor 
will be left to shift for itself. This he de- 
seribed as the populist scheme, and a con- 
Sp.racy. Then he asked: 

“Will you submit to this scheme between 
the professional farmers who cultivate the 
quarrels of their neighbors, farmers who 
labor with their jaws, populist agitators 
of the west and the merciless slaveholders 
of the south? (Applause.) This is a con- 
Spiracy between professional farmers who 
want to pay low wages and the unrecon- 
Ciled slave holder who would like to_pay 
no wages (applause)—here is the real con- 
spiracy. Here is the explanation of this 
populist movement. 

“Mr. Bryan did not create it. No man 
can create a movement like this. The 
forces that created it are active and/have 
been working in a thousand different di- 
rections. Mr. Bryan representing this the- 
ory is but like a drop of water on the crest 
of the wave—more conspicuous, but not 
more important, than the millions of drops 
that form its base. The populist movement 
is the attempt of these professional farmers 
—of these men who are unwilling to share 
with the laborer—to appeal to his greed in 
support of their doctrine. He is an enemy 
of public order; he is an obstacle to prog- 
ress, He is a conspirator against the peace 
and prosperity of the industrial masses 
of the country.’’ 

Mr. Cockran, after elaborating this 
concluded as follows:

Upper Red Hook, N. Y., August 18.—Mr. 
Bryan came to. Upper Red Hook for quiet, 
but he is somewhat dubious of the pros- 
pect. He will set to work composing his 
letter of acceptance without delay and will 
probably largely perfect his plans for the 
campaign while here, 

Last night he wired the president of the 
League of Pennsylvania Democrat'c Clubs 
that he would appear at the convention of 
that organization on August 26th instead 
of on the date previously announced. An 
invitation from Toledo has also been re- 
ceived and he Will probably speak there on 
his way home. 

Mr. Bryan today went to Spring Lake, 
near Upper Red Hoo, which is said 
to swarm with bass and _ pickerel. 
His sporting experience never ex- 
terded farther than rabbit shooting, but 
the visit to this quiet village, while it in- 
volves much hard work, has brought about 
a desire to try his luck with the rod. To- 
morrow or next day Mr. Bryan will take a 
trip across the Hudson to the Catskills. 

On his return from a fishing trip tonight, 
lion. Williava J. Bryan gave out an undswer 
to the allegations made by Senaior John 
M. Thurston, that Mr. Bryan was in the 
pay of the mine owners. 

Hie denied the allegations without quali- 
fication, and practically invited the repub- 
lican natiosral committee to meke the 
charge citieially in order that he might 
be given a chance to show exactly what 
his income had been and trom what sources 
it Was derived. 

Not Paid by Mine Owners. 

Mr. Bryan's statement follows: 

[ have already denied this charge 
on several occasions, but the reiteration 
or it by Senator Thurston, a distinguish- 
ed resident of my own State, justihnes Me 
in answering it agacn, 1 nave never at 
any time or under any circumstances 
been in the employ of any m.nhe owners, 
individually or collectively, directly or 
indirectly, nor have I been in the employ 
vr been paid by any bimetallic orgam.za- 
tion. Aside from my editor.al salaty of 
about $150 per month, paid by The Omaha 
World-Herald,and a small amount deriv- 
ed from the legal protession, my income 
since my retirement from congress has 
been derived frora lectures before chau- 
tauquas, lyceums and lecture bureaus, 
which have usually patd me a fixed sum, 
and from contributions made by the 
peonvle of the localities where 1 have 
spoken, 

In some instances I have received 

nothing at all. In most places 1 have 
received more than enough to cover 
traveling expenses. In only two in- 
stances, I think, has my compensation 
exceeded $100, and in these instances, 
it was about $200 at one place and about 
$300 at the other. The first platform up- 
on Which I ran for congress in 1890, be- 
fore | was known politically outside of 
my state, contained a free coinage plank 
and my republican opponent for the 
Senate that year was an advocate of 
free coinage. In the campaign of 1892 I 
again ran upon a free coinage platform 
and my opponent for the senate. Mr. 
Thurston, while opposing unlimited ecotn- 
are at 16 to 1, insisted that he favored 
bimetallism. I wrote the free coinage 
Plank upon which T ran in 1890, and the 
free coinage planks in the Nebraska 
State platform in 1°91, 1894, 1895 and 189¢, 
and tried to secure the adoption of free 
colInage planks in the state platforms of 
A892 and 1893.

Montgomery, Ala., August 18.—(Special.)— 
The Bryan and Sewall ratification meeting 
here tonight was the greatest event of its 
character since the Houston jollification in 
1874.

All of the speeches were patriotic and

“The main party issues of tliis camjéign 
are McKinley and first, the single gold 
standard; second, high tariff taxation; or 
Bryan and first, free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1; second, low tariff taxa- 
tion. No democrat should hesitate to 
choose between them. 

“Conditions are such here in the south- 
ern states that we cannot safely afford to 
divide. The free coinage question won in 
the contest among democrats, and hence 
free coinage is democracy now.

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RICHARDSON RUNNING AHEAD. 


But General Wheeler’s Friends Have 
Not Lost Hope. 

Huntsville, Ala., August 18.—(Spectal.)— 
The stuation in the Whee'er-Richardson 
contest is such that it will require the 
final action of the district convention to 
settle the matter. While both sides are 
claim'ng a majority of the delegates, it is 
quite evident that Richardson has decid- 
ediy the advantage of the situation. 

Seven counties hold conventions nex?

As to passenger rates, he 
does not pretend to any; as to treight rates, 
he has merely suffered one of the risks of 
a rate war between. others—not directed 
against him. 

13. If any conspiracy is shown to exist 
at all, it is a conspiracy on the part of 
Averill and the other associate members of 
the Southern States Freight Association to 
prevent the Seaboard Air-L‘ne operating its 
road under its tariff of reduced rates. 

14. The only question left, then, is: Is the 
power of a raiiroad to reduce its rates sub- 
ject to the regulation and control of the 
court? It was not at common law, and it 
is not under the act to regulate commerce. 

The reduction of rates by a railroad, eith- 
er as a defensive measure to protect its bus- 
iness from the attacks of a rival, or as a 
matter of policy to attract a larger volume 
of business is, in no sense, a conspiracy, 
however much it may damage such rival, 
but is onlw the fair exerc'!se of the power to 
conduct its business. 


WATCHING THE HEARING. 


Tocal Railrozd Men Interested in the 


Injuncticn Proceedings. 

For the last four days all railread men 
hive been waiting for news from Greenville, 
The proceedings there in the injunction 
case have been watched .with deep interest, 
It was noticeable that the prevailing opin 
ion was that Judge Simonton has no ju- 
risdiction in a case of this kind. 

Shippers have also been awaiting the re- 
sult of the hearing. They believed that if 
the injunction should not be made perma- 
nent a rate war would ensue, freight would 
drop and it was worth waiting for. This 
has made business rather quiet for the so- 
liciting agents. 

No instructions have been received by any 
agents as to a course in the event that the 
injunction falls through. It was reported 
that the Seaboard's representatives had 
said that their line would renew the cut 
if the court did not forbid. But this was 

mistake. The Seabourd’s representatives 

say that they have had no intimation 
eir policy in the event the court dis- 
solves the restraining order. 

The Seaboard evidently has some surprise 
to spring, though. The character of it is 
kept a secret at Portsmouth, but Some 
things have occurred recently which indi- 
cate that the heavy guns have not yet 
been brought into action. 

President Milton H. Smith, of the Louts- 
Ville and Nashville, came down yesterday 
afternoon from Greenville. He grew weary 
of the speeches and the heat and dropped 
down here to get cooled off. Mr. Smith 
is shy in the presence of the interviewer, 
and would not discuss the situation. Mr. 
Smith's railroad system would be one 
the innocent vict'ms of a rate War. He has 
no concern in a tight between the Seaboard 
and the Southern and still has hopes that 
it will be prevented in some way. The 
Touisville and. Nashville's securities are 
listed on the stock exchange of this country 
and England and a rate war would still 
further depress the price of Louisville and 
Nashville stock, which has already shrunk 
eleven points this year. 


MEETING POSTPONED. 


The Passenger Men Did Not Come. 
Will Meet in September. 


The rate committee meeting of the South- 
ern States Passenger Association called 
for yesterday was postponed until Septem- 
ber. For years General Passenger Agent 
(. P. Atmore, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, has been trying to get monthly meet- 
ings of the rate committee. Year after 
year the other members opposed it. Re- 
cently, however, the rate committee con- 
cluded to try Mr. Atmore's plan and the 
first monthly meeting was called for yes- 
terday. 

Strange to say, Mr. Atmore telegraphed 
a few days ago that he could not attend 
this week and he suggested that the meet- 
ing should be put off until the general 
passenger agents meet in Atlantic City 
next month, Some of the other members 
did not want to come and so the meeting 
went over. 

There was to be a mass meeting of pas- 
senger agent yesterday. This meeting was 
to include general passenger agents who 
are out of the association as well as -‘mem- 
bers. Some rules are needed to cover cer- 
tain matters which are constantly coming 
np. One matter is the handling 
bicycles. The railroads are find'ng that it 
is almost absoluteiy necessary to put on an 
exXtru baggage car to carry the wheels. 
Wheels are in the way in a car in which 
trunks are carried. If a trunk falls over on 
one, the wheel in ruined. Some of the pas- 
senger agents think that their roads will 
have to haul another car expressly to ac- 
commodate the wheels.

CHARGES BAD FAITH. 


Hoffman Writes of the South- 


ern’s Encroachments, 

review of the pamphlet contain- 
ing the Seaboard-Southern correSpondence 
published in yesterday’s Constitution only 
brief mention was made of President Hoff- 
man’s last letter to Mr. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. Explaining why his company wpuilt 
into Atlinta, Mr. Hoffman said: 

“There was also an agreement made 
with Mr. Huidekoper, Colonel Buford anc 
Mr. Scott. that neither of the lines would 
buiid branch roads into territory adjacent 
to the other. The Richmond and Danville 
hailroad Company broke this agreement 
over and over, and cven went soa far as to 
purchase the Oxford and Henderson raiil- 
road with which they had no physical con- 
nection, and to build to Oxford to connect 
it with their rails, thereby tapping two of 
the largest towns tributary to the Raleigh 
and Gaston railroad, and diverting the bus- 
iness. This caused the building of the ra 1- 
road from Hienderson to Durham, just as 
the lease of the Atlanta and Chariotte 
Air-Line and the controlling of the Char- 
lotte, Columbia and Augusia railroad was 
the primary cause of the building of the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern railway. 

“The right to build the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern railway as an extension of 
the man line, was expressly reserved by 
the Seaboard Air-Line in all the under- 
standings with the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad Company, in regard to building 
into each other's territory, and the rignt 
to build was conceded to the Seabeard Air- 
Line by the authorities then in control. 

“In regard to the Norfolk and Carolina 
railroad the ownership of the Richmond and 
Dariv lle Railroad Company therein, this 
attack upon the Seaboard Air-Line wuas 
commenced, to hurt the credit of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, who were then about to 
complete financial arrangements for the 
building of the Georgia. Carolina and. 
Northern railway. The first intimation of 
this was a telegram cabled to Europe to 
prevent the sale of the bonds of the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern Ra‘iwavy Com- 
pany, and not for the purpose of making 
Norfolk a terminus. This telegram stated 
that the Seaboard and Roanoke Ra'lroad 
Company, which was the parent company, 
was to be paraileled, and its business ruined 
by the Richmond and Danville railroad and 
Atlantic Coast Line combined, and this 
move did have the effect of preventing for 
a time the completion of the Ine to At- 
lanta, but the paralleling was continued. 
and thereby the Seaboard Air-Line was de- 
prived of a cons defable business, which it 
had heretofore enjoyed, and it made {It al] 
the more imperative that the Georgia, Car- 
olina and Northern railway should be com- 
pleted. ¢ 

“L know that all of these things’ occurred 
before you or your firm had any connection 
with the Richmand and Danville property, 
but when you assert that the cause of the 
inimica! feeling between the lines has been 
the aggressiveness of our company, I 
think that I should place before you the 
prior facts. 

“Agpan, even now and within the last 
few months, the Southern railway an- 
nounced their determination to build a 
branch railroad from Asheboro to Troy, 
forcing the Aberdeen and West End rail- 
road to enter into a contract with them to 
build to Asheboro, in order that they 
might invade that section of country whose 
traffic -had heretofore heen enjoyed by the 
Seaboard Air-Line through the Aberdeen 
and West End railroad. 

‘In so far as the maintenance of rates 
is concerned, the Richmond and Danville 
ra‘lroad never did maintain rates, nor 
were the rates maintained as you assert, 
when we ‘cut the passenger rates in two’ 
a vear ago. The Southern railway did not 
follow openly, but they cut both passenger 
and fre'ght rates surreptitiously and we 
have the proof thereof, and at this writing. 
it, or rather the Paltimore, Chesapeake and 
Richmond Steamboat Company are now 
secretly cutting rates between Norfolk and 


Baltimore.”

PREFERS HIM TO THE POPULIST NOMINEE 


Smith Easly, Jr., Tells Why Most of 
the Colored Voters Will Support 
the Democratic Nominee. 


Since the republicans of Georgia have de- 
not to put out a state ticket the 
party vote is an uncertain factor in the 
coming election. Most of the negroes of 
the party who have expressed themselves 
on the situation strongly in favor of 
Governor Atkinson. The negroes are very 
partial to Governor Atkinson for personal 
reasons, and many who regret to vote a 
democratic ballot because of their preju- 
dices will do so, because they look upon the 
governor as 2 Worthy friend of the race. 

Few men in the state are more popular 
with the coiored race than Governor At- 
kinson. His proclamations in condemna- 
tion of itneh law, and other public acts, 
have met with cordial indorsement from 
the leaders of the race, and if is not sur- 
prising to hear that the great majority of 
them will their ballots for him in 
preference to the populist nominee. 

Smith W. Easly, Jr., one of the most 
pronrinent colored republicans in the state, 
expressed the sentiment of thousands of 
colored voters when seen last night. When 
asked if he was one of those who had de- 
clared for Governor Atkinson, he said: 

“Ves, I shail certainly vote for Governor 
Atkinson. I do not take it that in so do- 
ing I am supporting the state democratic 
party, but rather exercising a _ privilege 
belonging to all citizens in matters of this 
kind. The governor has faithfully dis- 
charged the duties and obligations of his 
office, and to my mind is entitled to an in- 
dorsement, for his election will mean only 
that. 

“| am a prohibitionist, and would other- 
wise vote for Mr. Wright and Mr. Sibley 
because of their pronounced views on pro- 
hibition, but I feel that Governor Atkinson 
is clearly entitied to re-election; and, too, 
Since his recent utterance on this great 
moral and religious question leaves no 
misgiving as to his position or what would 
be his duty under the circumstances should 
the legislature pass a bill similar to the 
Bush bill, I am sure that a vote cast for 
hing will be as much in the interest of 
prohibition as one cast for the populig. 

“If we shail vote for either of the tick- 
ets now out, we vote for the democrats, 
and as between democrats I shall assume 
the right to cast ny ballot for that ticket 
which represents the wealth, intelligence 
and character of the people of Georgia. 
To say because I am a negro and a repub- 
lican that I am not interested in good gov- 
ernment is a mistake. The democratic 
counties in Georgia are the only ones 
where colored men are selected to serve 
as jurors. In the hotbed of populism a 
negro is never selected to serve as a juror, 
No; the more you inquire into it you will 
find that the eelered republicans will find 
it more to their advantage to vote for 
(;overnor Atkinson than for the populist 
ticket. 

“As much as you mray say of it, the 
better element of the democratic party fa- 
vors law and order, and as Governor At- 
kinson is a representative of this class, I 
feel that 1 do not only my duty in voting 
for him when the party of my faith has 
seen fit not to put out a ticket.”’

Editor Constitutton—In your article in 
Sunday’s Constitution under the caption, 
“Planning to Fuse,’ you state that it was 
understood that | had made a proposition 
that the populists and republicans should 
fuse on an electoral ticket.

The police officials took th.s precaution 
to guard Dr. Monk, no doubt, because of 
rumors afloat that parties connected with 
the vaudeville had expressed their inten- 
tion of doing Dr. Monk bodily harm on 
account of the severe stricturesgin his 
sermon Sunday night on the vaudeville and 
its participants. It is doubtful, however, 
if any one would make an assault on Dr. 
Monk, though the vaudeville actors and ac- 
tresses have been highly incensed at what 
they term Dr. Monk's unwarranted attack 
on their moral character. The performers 
vehemently deny their unchastity and 
challenge Dr. Monk to prove his assertion. 

Vaudevi'tie Opens Again. 

In a communication to Mayor Price this 
afternoon they declare their personal re- 
spectability and assert the decency of the 
vaudeville performance. Based on these 
written declarations, Mayor Price returned 
an answer revoking his order of yesterday 
which closed up the vaudeville and permit- 
ted the management to open the vaudeville 
again and it started once more tonight 
under full blast. In his answer to the 
vaudeville management, Mayor Price stated 
that he knew nothing personally of the 
character of the performance, but he had 
felt constrained to order the vaudeville 
closed on the representation made by Dr. 
Monk, as he could not afford as mayor 
to allow an entertainment to run in the 
city if it was as bad as pictured by Dr. 
Monk in h‘s sermon, but the mayor said 
as the vaudeville management assert that 
Dr. Monk's description was wrong and 
his charges could not be proven, and the 
management declares that the whole mat- 
ter shall be investigated, he would permit 
the vaudeville to reopen, subject to being 
closed at any time it became apparent that 
the performance is of the character de- 
scribed by Dr. Monk. The vaudeville per- 
formers still talk of suing Dr. Monk for 
libel.

The next step would have been 
the unison of the forces for the national 
election by a deal sacrificing the princi- 
ples of the populists and requiring them 
to vote for gold standard republican 
electors.

A great many republican newspapers 
have “nailed to their mastheads” (as

This wonderful statement is flourished 
about by the gold organs with so much 
persistence that it is worth while to ex- 
aniine it, especially since it is declared 
to be “a campaign slogan.” 

In the first place, it is very doubtful 
if Mr. Wanna’s McKinley is responsible 
for this kind of “slogan.” We have 
never seen the charge made that he is an 
imbecile, and if he is suffering from 
paresis or a general caving in of the 
walls of his inteHectual department, the 
statement has never been officially made 
in the newspapers. Consequently, we 
are bound to believe that Mr. Hanna’s 
McKinley is in the enjoyment of aver- 
age intellectual vigor. This being so, it 
is easy to trace the great “slogan” to 
its natural souree, 

Who but the fat-witted Hanna himself 
could have conceived and crammed into 
a line and a half such a _ prodigious 
quantity of poppyeock? “Better to open 
mills to labor than mints to the world’s 
Silver.” A smile of deadly humor 
must have crept over the face of 
the boss and manager of the great 
political syndicate when he had thought 
out and composed this great “slogan.” 
It was of a piece with his celebrated 
Suggestion that republican mill owners 
should close down in order to give their 
employes an “object lesson.” 

But let us what the slogan 
amounts to when it is examined in the 
light of the cold facts presented by the 
existing situation. Let us take the 
cotton mills. So far as these mills are 
concerned, there has been no change 
made in their earning capacity by the 
existing tariff. The’ eastern manufac- 
turers went before the senate commit- 
tee, presented the schedule of protective 
duties that they wanted levied, and it 
was adopted without the eliange of a 
word. This schedule is the same that 
it was in the McKinley law: possibly it 
is even more satisfactory, for the mill 
owners framed it to suit themselves. 

Therefore, if it is “better to open 
mills to labor than mints to the world’s 
silver,” why do these republican man- 
ufacturers persist in closing their mills 
-to labor?) Why do they insist on giving 
compulsory vacations to their opera- 
tives? Why are some of them going out 
of business altogether? Why do they 
persist in throwing cold water on Mr. 
Hanna’s campaign of education. and in 
giving the lie to the “slogan” that he in- 
verted and put into McKinley’s mouth?

would be true, in a measure, though 
the manager of the great political syn- 
dicate has been unable thus far to recog- 
nize its truth. Under the single gold 
standard the dollar has become so dear, 
and the currency has been so severely 
contracted, so far as its circulation is 
concerned, that the market for cotton 
goods has been practically cut in two.

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The Pulpit in the Campaign. 

However strong a minister's inthuence 
may be in his own pulpit, it is seldom 
the case that he carries his magnetism 
with him when he deliberately quits his 
divine sphere and steps upon the polit- 
ican platform. 

The truth of this statement was strik- 
ingly illustrated in the campaign of ISM, 
when Mr. Blaine was a candidate for 
president.

Never since the great tragedy of war 
ended and “the bugle sang truce” at 
Appomattox has a newspaper in this 
country, either north or south, betrayed 
s0 much bitterness on its editorial page 
as The Chicago Inter Ocean. Only a 
few months ago a Superb granite shaft 
was erected in that city to the memory 
of the confederate soldier. Such was the 
nature of this generous tribute that 
every heart in Dixie was profoundly 
touched, and it looked as if the day of 
perfect reconciliation was at hand.

Several weeks ago when a-sprig of 
ivy was taken from the tomb of General 
Lee, at Lexington, Va., and planted on 
the Yale college grounds, a long edito-

an utter dearth of 
patriotism. In commenting upon the 
matter, the paper went even so far as to 
indorse the statement which was made 
by one of the Yale professors to the ef- 
fect that General Lee, though a good 
man, was loyal to a cause that was in- 
famous. With the exception of this 
rancorous -pedagogue and the paper 
which sustained him ip pis bitter tirade 
of abuse, there was not a syllable of 
protest raised in any other portion of 
the country. At the north, as well as 
in the south, the Planting of the sprig 
of ivy from General Lee's grave was re- 
yarded as a most auspicious omen, | 

Within the last few days, however, the 
ivy sprig which was planted with so 
much care and tenderness has disap- 
peared, much to the indignation of the 
Yale boys, who have openly declared 
their intention to prosecute the offender. 
Seizing the opportunity which the steal- 
ing of the sprig offered for another dis- 
play of sectional venom, .The Inter 
Ocean rushes into print and airs its 
hatred of the sovth in such a manner 
as to give offense not only to the people 
of this section, but to every fair-minded 
and patriotic citizen of this nation. 

Without quoting at length from the 
editorial, The Inter Ocean heartily ap- 
proves the stealing of the ivy, which it 
treats as a glorious exploit. General 
Lee is compared with such men as Ben- 
edict Arnold and Major Andre, from 
whose dishonored grayes, The Inter 
Ocean observes, no one would think of 
transplanting a sprig of ivy. 

Why should The Inter Ocean, at this 
late day, indulge in such offensive lan- 
guage and offer such an insult as this 
to a brave and generous people? Smit- 
ten, as it were, by the lash of couscience, 
while engaged in a eriticism so ungen- 
erous, The Inter Ocean endeavors to 
reconcile its attitude with the sentiment 
proclaimed in the monument to the con- 
federate dead. This is the blundering 
manner in which it justifies the criti- 
cism: 

It may he said that loyal Chicago has 
raised a monument to the confederate 
prisoners who died in Camp Douglas, 
and that monument is not obnoxious to 
lovalty. Tt is true those prisoners fell in 
the cause to which Lee gave his life 
during the four years of rebellion, but 
they were the victims of just such men as 
Lee. They had never been educated to 
the profession of war by the United 
States government for the especial pur- 
pose of enabling them to do good service 
in putting down enemies, whether for- 
eign or domestic. Those poor men had 
been made to believe that the union army 
Wits an army of invasion; that they were 
fix'iting for their homes anid their rights. 
No such excuse could be made for Gen- 
eral Lee. lle knew better. He hesitated, 
uncertain whether to c¢ast his fortunes 
with the state or the nation. He chose 
the state, and his memory will never 
cease to bear the blot of deliberate trea- 
son until it fades into forgetfulness. It 
is not necessary or wise to perpetuate 
the discussion, but now that the subject 
is before the public it is important that 
there should be no misunderstanding of 
loyal public sentiment, 


Without defendiug the character of Gen- 
eral Lee, it is sufficient to observe that 
it lies not in the power of such critics as 
The Chicago Inter Ocean to sully the 
faine of the south’s great soldier.

The Army ci the Unemployed. 

Never before in the history of this 
country has the army of the unemployed 
been re-enforced with such multitudes as 
during the past few months under the 
operation of the single gold standard. 

Only a few citations from the record 
will be sufficient to make this statement 
plain. In Boston there are 10,000 labor- 
ing men out of work: in Worcester, 
7.000; in New Haven, 7,000; in TProvi- 
dence, 9.600; in New York city, 100,000, 
Utiea, though a sinall town, has 16,000 
laborers unemployed. In Paterson, N, 
J.. which is quite a manufacturing cen- 
ter, nearly one-third of the people are 
idle. In other cities the number of la- 
boring men out of employment is as 
follows: Philadelphia, 15,000; Baltimore, 
10,000; Wheeling, 38,000; Cincinnati, 
6,000; Cleveland, 8,000: Columbus, 4,000; 
Indianapolis, 5.000; Terre Haute, 2,500; 
Chicago, 200,000; Detroit, 25,000; Mil- 
waukee, 20,000; Minneapolis, 6,000; St. 
Louis, 80,000; St. Joseph, 2,000; Omaha, 
2.000; Butte City, Mont, 5,000; San 
Frapcisco, 15,000. 

These figures are taken from The La- 
bor World, one of the most reliable or- 
gans in the country. If corgect, as they 
no doubt are, the number of men out of 
employment in the principal manufac- 
turing cities of the land is somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 500,000. Includ- 
ing the smaller towns and cities of the 
country in this enumeration the sum is 
likely to reach. if it does not exceed 
9 FO0.000. 

What does all this idleness mean? 
Surely it does not argue that money is 
plentiful nor can it possibly be construed 
into a recommendation of the. single 
gold standard. That man is hopelessly 
blind who, after looking over the table 
of figures which has just been cited, 
cannot see that something is radically 
wrong in the management of affairs. 

In addition to the mills and other 
great industrial establishments which 
have already shut down, others are like- 
ly to follow suit within the next few 
weeks. If the laboring men themselves 
were the only ones affected by the loss 
of employment ‘which has been occa- 
sioned by the general suspension of bus- 
iness throughout the country, it would 
be hard enough, but that is not all. 
When a labornig man loses his occupa- 
tion it means privation, sacrifice, hun- 
ger, perhaps starvation to the helpless 
wife and innocent little children who 
are dependent upon his earnings. 

Such a picture is indeed pathetic. No 
one can glance even hurriedly at the 
outline, to say nothing of lingering 
upon its darker shadows, without real- 
izing the helpless condition which such 
a misfortune entails. 

Unless the present financial policy of 
the government is changed there can be 
no possible relief from the evils which 
the luboring men of this country have 
heen suffering for years. Had money 
been more plentiful they might have 
retained their places. Instead of this, 
however, they have been dismissed from 
work and rudely thrown upon the 
world’s charity. Even those who are 


; ‘ 
not altogether idle have suffered such 


n reduction in wages as to make exist- 
ence a burden. 

Labor will never receive its just rec- 
ompense until the time-honored policy 
of bimetalfism is restored, and the duty 
of every laboring man in this country 
is to put his shoulder to the wheel and 
hasten on the glad day of his industrial 
emancipation.

Populists Open Their Campaign 
with a Rally. 


000 ARRAY OF SPEECHES 


Jot an Old Time Populist Appears on 
the Programme. 


PROHIBITION IS THE 
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Seaborn Wright Plays on the Feelings 


of the Veterans. 


THE NEGRO VOTE 


APPEALS TO 


‘Attacks , the Alleged ‘Machine.” 
Hooper Alexander, Dr. Gambrell 
and T. R. R. Cobb Address 
the Meeting—Mr. Cobb 
Is for Watson. 


The populists opened their campaign in 
Atlanta last night with a meeting at the 
Moody tabernacle. Seaborn = A. Wright, 
their nominee for governor, was the star 
of the occasion. He was introduced by 
Hoper Alexander, @ single gold standard 
democrat. 

Mr. Wright, who declares that he has al- 
ways been an independent in politics, spoke 
for more than an hour. Then Dr. Gam- 
brell, a prohibitionist, spoke for twenty 
minutes, and in response to calls, Colonel 
T R. R. Cobb, who was not on the pro- 
gramme, though he was on the stage, made 
the concluding speech, declaring that he 
was a democrat, but announcing that he 
was going to vote for Bryan and Watson, 
it was a remarkable populist meeting, in 
that not a single regulation populist had a 
word to say. 

Mr. Alexander said “‘I am a democrat.” 
Mr. Wright said ‘“‘God made me an inde- 
pendent.’’ 

Dr. Gambrell' said ‘I used to be in the 
democratic ship, but I found that the brew- 
ers and distillers were in charge, and I 
slipped out.’’ 

Mr. Cobb said “I am a democrat, and I 
ghall vote for Bryan and Watson.’’ He did 
not refer to the populist state ticket. 

Not a regular dyed-in-the-wool populist 
vas heard from. Messrs. Wright, Alex- 
wder and Gambrell all indorsed the popu- 
it platform, and pledged themselves to 
wie the state ticket this year, but all of 
thm were strong on their independentism, 
ad did not make any promises of continu- 
ms fealty to the party. Naturally, the 
ppulists present must have wondered what 
was the matter with their old leaders, And 
after the meeting one came up to The Con- 
stitution office to express his displeasure at 
Mr. Wright's independentism. 

The tabernacle was nearly two-thirds full 
of men, women and children, white and 
cblack, before the close of the meeting. At 
the beginning the audience was slim. 

Judge Newsome and B. L. Hearne es- 
sayed to entertain the audience, pending 
the arrival of the speakers. Mr. lLiearne 
Wanted to announce that he was a candi- 
date for a local office, but the audience inter 
rupted him ,and he made the announce- 
Ment under difficulties. Then the usual 
announcements were made about doctors 
being wanted at the door. 

“T Am a Democrat.” 

Mr. Alexander plunged into his speech 
Without any preliminaries. In the uncopy- 
tighted words of David B. Hill, he ex- 
Claimed, ‘‘f am a democrat!’ This did not 
arouse applause in the audience. He went 
0 nto say that the men who wovld de- 
hounce him loudest would be the politicians 
who hold the offices. Mr. Alexander 
jumped on the ‘“‘machine’’ which he termed 
“a more aggregation of political wire pull- 
ers.” He did not agree with the populists 
in all their platform, but he described it 
&s the best he had seen in Georgia in many 
@ year. As a whole, he commended the 
platform, declaring for it in-the name of re- 
ligion, justice and: education. 

The’ present method of eleciing judges 
and solicitors he denounced as the worst 
bossible. He suggested that it would be 
better to throw dice for judges and cut 
Cards for solicitors. 

The Contederate Veterans’ Home, he de- 
Clared, was a mute protest against the re- 
elettion of the demecratic candidate for 
€0vernor. 

Of the period when prohibition prevailed 

Atlanta, Mr. Alexander said that a 
Bteadily increasing docket of crime stopped 
and went back 3} percent. The deaths de- 
Creased by 300, 

The speaker called upon the prohibftion 
Club of 1885 to come to the front again. If 
it wanted a leader it had cne in Seaborn 
Wright. Mr. Alexander grew poetic in 
fCulogy of his old school-boy friend. 

Seab Wright Appears. 

Mr. Wright wore his cool-looking suit of 
ax. He carried a lemon and some notes, 
with a few clippings from The Constitu- 
tion. He spoke with his usual force, droll 
sometimes, dramaitia often and always 
entertaining. He won loud applause after 
he got well into his speech, though at first 
the audienc® seemed to be waiting for him 
te line out his course. He said that he was 
& democrat of the original kind, and next 
declared that he was independent in poli- 
tics. 

Mr. Wright began by playing on the feel- 
ings of the old soldiers, and perticularly 
Of the democrats who supported General 
Evans two years ago. He dwelt at length 
On the democratic campaign of 1894, and 
then decried partisanship in politics. ‘The 
Man who is a partisan is a little man,” 
he declared. He quoted Washington, 
Toombs, Stephens and Hill against parti- 
Sanship in politics. William Jennings Bry- 
&n had announced that -he would not sup- 
Port the nominee of the Chicago conven- 
pon if the nominee should be a gold man. 
Grover Cleveiand refuses now to follow tne 
Majority of his party. Just one man ap- 
Plauded the name of Cleveland when it

J] have never 
doubted, gentlemen, but that it was only 
a question of time when the politicians of 
both parties would be locked in each other's 
embrace—‘two hearts with but a single 
thought, two souls that beat as one. 
(Laughter.) I am a democrat. I have been 
a democrat all my life. I expect to die a 
democrat—a Jeffersonian democrat. (Ap- 
plause.) I want to Say that the purest, 
cleanest type of democracy to be found in 
this broad land today are the ninety-five 
thousand honest Georgia farmers» who 
stand at my back in this fight. I want to 
set on a good footing with this audience. 
' want to say to you that I have no fight 
» make upon the rank and file of the’re- 
‘ublican party. I believe that there are 
mes in the history of every government 
vhen men of all parties, regardless cf 
party, Ought to rise above their individual 
party and stand for what is right and 
what is true. I am no partisan. God made 
me an independent thinker, and I can never 
be anything else. I would not vote for a 
dirty man, I don’t care what party pu¢ 
him up. I want to Say right here that 1 
do not intend in this campaign to wrap 
my party colors around me and say 
‘vote for me because I belong to this party 
or that.’ I expect to throw my party col- 
ors out to one side and stand before you 
aman. (Applause.) If you cannot Support 
me aS a man, don’t support me at all.” 
Mr. Wright argued that democrats were 
under no obligatfons to vote for Governor 
Atkinson in October. ‘“‘His name never ap- 
peared on your tickets at the primaries. 
Indeed many people thought he was going 
to take a $10,000 job with some insurance 
company. The democrats voted orn gold 
and silver, not on candidates for office. 


““A Monstrous Idea.” 

“Let us get rid of the idea here in the 
south that we are morally bound to sup- 
port anybody that a political conven.ion 
puts up. It is a monstrous idea. It is 
a mystery to me how the people of Geor- 
gia have subscribed to it for all these years. 

“Another thing, gentlemen, the gold men 
in their address to the people of this coun- 
try a short time ago made this remarka- 
ble declaration: ‘The democratic party has 
ceased to exist. Its principles to which the 
party has adhered for the last thirty years 
have been entirely eliminated from the 
party platform.’ Therefore, surely if tiat 
is the truth, there not a democrat in 
the country who is bound by the actions 
of his party. On the other hand, genticmen, 
you men who were silver democrats, let us 
see about it. You say that you went back 
to democracy when you adopted that plat- 
form at Chicago. I Say, gentlemen, that 
if you admit that you did go back to the 
democracy of the fathers, you went back 
to the platform upon which you have ridi- 
culed the populists in Georgia for four 
years. Be fair and candid, that these men, 
under the leadership of the democratic po'- 
iticians whom you have laughed at, whom 
you. have ridiculed and whom you have 
cntemned—remember that they are the 
brave, honest farmers who work—God 
bless them!—from sunlight until sunset to 
make the bread that you men possi- 
bly in your palatial homes, 

“When the party, I say, found that those 
men refused to die, but continued to Wax 
strong and graw fat—what then? About a 
year ago the democrat politicians in 
Georgia saw the handwriting on the wall, 
and my friend Steve went up, I presume 
to Billvilie, and says: ‘These fel*ows are 
going to whip us if something is not done.’ 
And he to whom he was talking turned 
around and said: ‘Steve,.you are right. 
They are going to whip us if we don’t get 
up and do something along that line in 
Georgia; and they will put us out of pow- 
er and we will lose the offices we have 
got.’ 

“And they were sorely perplexed, and I 
guess if there was ever any praying done 
by any politicians upon the earth, it was 
done then. ‘Lord, what shall we do to be 
saved?’ Then it was that Marse Evan— 
God ‘bless his old soul! I love him—says: 
‘We can’t go over to the populist party; 
they won't believe us, and they won't give 
us a bit of pie if they get in; and I will tell 
you what we will do: we wll go up to 
Chicago, and we will not fa:! into this 
populist hole ourselves, but we will pull 
the democratic party in, and then we wiil 
come back home and pull the hole in.’ 
Gentlemen they did-it. 

‘‘Here in eGorgia for four years they had 
been denouncing those honest men. Possi- 
bly they were fooiish in some of their 
ideas—you don’t expect.perfection in any- 
body—but I want to say to you one thing, 
gentlemen, they were honest. 


At the Ballot Box. 

“In the last election, when Judge Hines 
was a candidate, he begged anxiously for 
one thing—that the pcpulists niright have 
one manager at each precinct. Do you re- 
member that that was denied? Do you re- 
member that that was refused them? Do 
you remember stil! that one the dem- 
ocratic executive committecmen from Ma- 
con resigned because he could not counte- 
nance the thievery that would follow. (Ap- 
plause.) Do you know that in many of the 
precincts in Georgia where these populists 
had a mrajor.ty the democratic managers 
would refuse to sign the returns, and then 
when it would come up to be counted the 
gentlemen in charge of it would say, ‘Hel- 
lo! This return is not properly made out. 
One of your managers refused to sign it: 
we can count it out,’ and out it would go? 

“They are going to try that game aga .n 
this year. Mark you, I am going to ask 
them to give us at every election precinct 
in Georgia one of the managers. They are 
going to doge. They are not going to do 
it; Just as certa:n as I stand here looking 
into your faces I will whip them twenty- 
five thousand votes in Georgia. (Cheering 
and applause.) And they know it. Now, 
look here: I want to say to you men to 
watch this question as it goes along. The 
proposition is going to be made to them 
straight and they are going 
to say: ‘We will do it as far as we can.’ 
They are going to say, ‘We are perfectly 
agreeable to that and we will recommend 
it.’ Gentlemen, a political organization 
can control things if it will, I want you 
to notice whether‘they will do it or wheth- 
er they will dodge it, and, mark me, they 
will dodge it and try to swindle me out of 
this business fust as they swindled your 
fellow citizen out of it two years ago. I 
tell you men that the best interests of the 
democratic party, let alone the other par- 
ties, demand that these ring politicians be 
thrown down. (Appiause.) | 

“I beg of you democrats to help me in 
this fight. If I whip this fight, two years 
from now your party will nominate clean 
men for every oOlffice in Georgia. If they 
whip it, any man who has got sense enough 
to watch politicians, can tell you just who 
will be in officg tor governor, for judge, 
for solicitor general, and even for bailiff 
in your miserable l.ttle country precincts. 
It is fixed, it is cut, it is dried, and you 
democrats simply go: to the polls bound 
by a miserable partisansh p, and ratify 
what these bosses have done. My God, 
for a manhood in the south that would rise 
up and repudiate these things. Oh, for 
men, brave enough to get up above party 
and stand for what is honest in polit.cs. 

‘There are gocd men who believe it would 
be a crime to steal a hog, and yet they 
believe that it would not be a crime at all 
to sell a thousand votes. I tell you that 
political thievery is just. as bad as any 
other kind of thievery. (Cries of ‘Worse, 
worse!’) Now you men back me in this 
fight for one of the managers at each of 
the precincts in Georg.a. 

“There was a little band of populists in 
the legislature and they were the leaven 
that leavened the whole ‘ump. They kept 
on talking about this convict system until 
finally the state was bound to do some- 
thing, and they went up there and devel- 
oped a terrible state of affairs, and then, 
gentiemen, the play began and it was a 
remarkable play. The boys were all ar- 
rested and drawn up in court to make a 
bie show of the thing and they didn’t re- 
ly upon the attorney general of the state, 
but they employed two exceedingly able 
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lawyers at Jwo exceedingly good fees. 
(Laughter.) The th'ng went along, and, if 
I am correctly informed, a bad state of af- 
fairs was developed. I understand that a 
part of that testimony showed that help- 
less negro men were whipped and beaten 
until they were unconscious. I understand 
that helpless negro men.were bound and 
thrown upon their backs and that water 
was thrown into their faces until they 
were strangled and that blood gushed out 
of their Hps. These were some of the 
charges. I don’t know whether they were 
true or not. I want to say this to you 
men here tonight, if those things were not 
true, the lessees ought not to have paid the 
cost of that investigation. You will re- 
member that the fines were just enough to 
pay the lawyers’ fees. I repeat it, if they 
were not guilty, they ought not to have 
been made to pay the cost of that investi- 
gation. If they were guilty—and I say in 
reply to what he has said, I say it to these 
black men in this audience—if they were 
guilty, no paltry fine was punishment 
enough. (Applause.) I say that the men 
who are guilty, if they were guilty of these 
abominable acts of cruelty, ought to have 
been punished, and if I had been govern. 
or of the state of Georgia, so help me God. 
they would have been punished. (Applause.) 
Bear me out. I do not bring these matters 
here before you, but the governor of the 
great state of Georgia, in a speech in Ma- 
rietta, laid this grand stand play before the 
negroes up there as a reason why they 
should support him. I say that it is a ree- 
son why they should not support him. I 
Say that if those men were guilty of these 
barbarous acts they ought to have been 
punished by confinement in the peniten- 
tiary. (Applause.) 

“It is a mighty easy thing to run a dem- 
ocratic administration and play for the 
negro vote. It is a mighty easy thing, and 
let me tell you, sometimes it succeeds. 
Why, gentlemen, the other day there were 
forty pardons of negro men recommended 
by the pardon board and laid on the table 
at the executive mansion, and my opponent 
was off junketing,in Alabama and holding 
up a white man in Alabama and ridiculing 
and denouncing him as unfit for office be- 
cause he had voted for @ negro to sit in 
congress. No other reason was offered why 
a white candidate in Alabama/ should be 
defeated except that he voted to put a ne- 
gro in congress instead of a white man. 
The question as to the evidence and the 
rignts of the thing, as to whether it was 
proper and correct, never came wp for con- 
sideration. It was the old cry, ‘down with 
the nigger,’ and yet this grand stand play 
was made from the executive mansion to 
catch the negro vote of Georgia. 

“I want to say this to you men. T am in 
this fight to the finish, and I am not going 
to dodge and I am not going to mince 
words. 

“Now let us go, gentlemen, a step farther, 
if you please. I heard—and let me tell 
you the reason I am saying this, I have got 
a clean cut majority today of the white 
vote in Georgia of 25,000. I know it, and I 
tell you that in my section of the state I 
will whip him with the democratic white 
vote. Now, I want to say this. It is boldly 
proclaimed that I am to be whipped bv the 
negro vote in Georgia. 
ain’t.”’ from the negro 
Before I am whipped I 
crack at it.’’ 

Mr. Wright stated that the negroes who 
could be bought would not be for him, be- 
cause he did not have a dollar for any man 
in Georgia to pay for his vote. 

Mr. Wright stated that he would rather 
try to buy the vote of the average white 
democratic politician than the average ne- 
gro preacher. 

The Prohibition Plank. 

“T want to come now to the plank in this 
platform upon which I consented to make 
this race for governor. I want to say to you 
that nothing could have induced me to 
come before the people of Georgia as a can- 
didate for this high office except upon that 
Plank in this platform which declares for 
the protection of homes and firesides of 
Georgia against the liquor shops of the 
state. ((Cheering.) 

“‘l want to give you, and I want to give 
it to you briefly, the condition of affairs in 
this state. Listen to me. One hundred and 
five counties in this state are prohibition 
counties; the balance of the counties in 
the state of Georgia are wet. Under 
the local option law they have 
simply concentrated all if the lLquor 
shops into a few cities about in d:fferent 
parts in the state. Under your local option 
law, and your three-mile law, you have 
driven out of these little country coun- 
ties the barrooms and concentrated them 
in the great cities of the state. What has 
been the -ffect? It is that you have built 
up in certain central parts of your State 
great liquor monepolies and out from tiiese 
centers comes the liquor which debauches 
the whole people of the state of Georgia. 
I believe and 1 still believe in local option, 
but I want to say to you here that local 
option has served its day in Georgia, and 
men know it. You can't go u step 
farther. You men who are in favor of the 
abolition of barrooms and of liquor shops, 
listen to me, you can’t go a step farther. 
You may put it out of the little country 
eounties, but you have got it fastened on 
you in these great cities forever and for- 
ever. There is no way by local option Ly 
which you can unchain its hold upon these 
cities. What are you going to do about 
it? Are you going to sit down, you men, 
like a lot of helpless children and cry out 
local option, when local option cannot help? 

Now, you mem who are for prohibition, 
remember that the liquor dealers in Georgia 
a few years ago were not for local option, 
and yet today the liquor dealers in Geor- 
gia, backed by the democratic politicians, 
are all for local option in Georgia. You 
cannot find one of them whois not in favor 
of local option. They ask you prohibition- 
ists to turn to them and still stand by the 
principles of local option.. You may do it, 
but. it means that for generations yet un- 
born this monstrous evil will hold its grip 
upon the throats of the people of Georgia. 

here is but one way to unloose it. I come 
to you and say this: We offer you an anti- 
barroom bill, one that abolishes the license 
of liquor; all that is sold is sold by the 
counties and the profit of it goes to the 
counties. It is taken out of the hands 
of the private individuals and is put into 
the hands of the cvunty. Under the sys- 
tem down here im Athens, and it 1s a smal] 
town, I understand that last. year they 
cleared from $8,000 to $13,000. What would 
Atlanta clear, if Athens cleared that much? 
She would clear $100,000 every year under 
the anti-barroom system. 

As to Education. 

“They laugh at us and our promises to 
furnish the children of this state, white 
and black, with primary schoo! books. I 
say that something must be done along 
that line, because the masses of the poor 
people must be educated and there are 
hundreds of poor people, white and black, 
who are not able to buy their shcool books 
and send their children to a common school. 
If you will establish th's anti-barroom 
bil?, the profits from that system would 
be more than enough to buy every child, 
white and black, in the state of Georgia 
every kind of book that it needs, and fur- 
nish it free educaticn besides. (Applause.) 

“Now, gentlemen, I want to say this. 
you stand face to face tonight with a great 
problem. I come here to this audience 
backed by 95,000 Georgia farmers. They are 
Amer cans, these men are, and they love 
America. and I come before you and say 
to you people that we furnish you today 
with a system to strike down this curse in 
Georgia, which is debauching =)ur young 
men and which is filling your jatls wiih 
criminals. It is a monster which causes 
more suffering to heipless women and 
helpless children than all other in‘quities 
ecmbined together. Will you come, then, 
and will you reject this open-handed offer? 
I say to you black men that your voung 
men are being debauched and ruined in 
these abominable holes of vice. How many 
women in this town tonight, how many 
mothers are standing out under the stars 
and inquiring, ‘Where is my wandering 
boy ?}—how many of them? Men, you men 
who have got wives and children at home, 
how many men strike the blows upon the 
backs of helpless tle children? How 
many women in this great city go to bed 
hungry, with their hearts bruised from 
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these abominable holes that you sustain 
with your votes? (Applause.) I thank God 
that in Georgia there has been a party 
brave and fearless enough to come out 
and stand clear upon @ platform of m@ral- 
ity and truth. Will you men of Atlanta 
join the lNquor dealers and the politicians, 
and beat us down? If you do; oh, when 
the cries of these women and helpless 
children go up to God Almighty, remember 
that you men, and not my people, are re- 
sponsible. (Applause.) 

“I- want to say, in conclusion, that I 
believe in men voting like they pray. I 
believe in God and I believe in Christ, and 
I believe in a final judgment; and I tell 
you that the man who gets upon his. knees 
at his family altar and prays ‘Thy kingdom 
ccme, Thy will be done on this earth as 
it is in heaven,’ and then turns around 
and votes to put the liquor shops in the 
kingdom of God Almighty, that he will 
have to answer before the bar of God,” 

Dr. Gambrell Speaks. 

Dr. J. B. Gambrell was called for, and 
he stopped the crowd from leaving. He 
made a jollying speech, which kept the 
audience laughing. 

Dr. Gambrell said he thought that the 
preachers whose dignity was of the pale- 
green variety ought to Keep in doors. But 
preachers who are in this world to do 
something can afford to take a hand in 
this fight. Populist is a Latin word, mean- 
ing democrat, he explained. 

Continuing, Ife said: ‘‘Read the platform, 
and you will see that the legislature to be 
elected, if it is elected on our platform, 
will not proceed from the standpoint of 
barrooms, but from the standpoint of 
morality.’’ 

The doctor stated that he had not: been 
keeping company with saloon keepers and 
brewers. There was never so much inde- 
pendence in politics before, and, therefore, 
there was never so good a chance to get 
something good in office. 

There is a prodigious machine in Georgia 
politics, the doctor said, if he could be- 
lieve what he read in the democratic pa- 
pers. The paperg say there is a machine. 
Referring to the negroes, he said: 

“I can tell you about the negro vote. The 
preachers, deacons and the prayer meeting 
negroes are going to vote for us and the 
democrats will get the rest of ’em.” (Ap- 
plause.’’ 

Dr. Gambrell said that he had been in 
fifty prohibition campaigns and he thought 
he knew the negro vote. 

The other-side has a good deal of money, 
he said, and he knew that a good many 
people want some of it. The men who go 
out in this campaign to get off their old 
thunder will find that the lightning won't 
work. He exclaimed: 

“IT am going into this canpaign to speak 
for the children, honesty in elections and 
for the churches. I am not going into this 
fight to whip the democratic party. No 
doubt it needs it. (Applause.) But IT have 
not time to whip everybody that needs 
whipping. (Applause.) I used to be in the 
democratic ship myself, but I found that 
the brewers and distillers were in charge, 
then I slipped out.”’ 

Dr. Gambrell told that the fusionists 
would have the influence of the women. 
There will be such a moral sentiment built 
up that the little politicians will not dare 
to stuff the ballot box. The speaker said 
that the brewers and distillers will contrib- 
ute largely to the democratic campaign 
fund. 

Dr. Gambrell stated that he d'd not know 
until a few days ago that Governor Atkin- 
son was a_ prohibitionist. The speaker 
concluded suddenly amid applause. 


Mr. Cobb Speaks. 

When Dr. Gambrell took his seat the au- 
dience got up and was about to leave when 
there were loud calls for “Cobb."’ In re- 
sponse, Mr. T. R. R. Cobb, who was sitting 
on the platform, rose and said that he had 
recently been called on in New York to 
make a speech and he had declared for 
Bryan and Tom Watson. Me was informed 
by a representative of one of the papers 
there that it Was a sensat:on to hear a 
southern man dare to speak in the north 
for the south. What he had said came 
from his heart and because he loved the 
south, his own section. 

‘IT shall vote for Watson to carry out the 
pledze made to the populists at St. Louis. 
They said that they would support Bryan 
if we would support Watson, and | am go- 
ing to do my part toward Keeping that 
pledge, 

“Tom did not come back to us. 
back to him.” 

Mr. Cobb spoke at length and received 
hearty applause. He made no allusion in 
any way to the state ticket, and it was in- 
ferred that he would vote for the demo- 
cratic ticket.

FIRST WARD RALLY 


Colonel Albert Howell Indorsed by 
300 Voters Last Night. 


CITIZENS’ TICKET APPLAUDED 


Speeches Created Enthusiasm. 


COLONEL HOWELL SPEAKS TO VOTERS 


He Declared Himself in Favor of Re- 
ducing Taxes and Said That it 
Could Be Done. 


The most enthusiastic meeting of the 


present campaign was that of the Howell 
club of the first ward last night. Over 300 
voters thronged in Akridge’s hall, at the 
corner of Tattnall and Chapel streets, and 
shouted for Howell for mayor and the 


citizens’ ticket. 

Several speakers addressed the meeting 
and the enthusiasm was at ‘high pitch. 
Colonel Howell was present, and he was re- 
ceived with shouts and applause when he 
was called on to speak. He told the voters 
what he proposed to do if elected mayor, 
and his platform was approved by the meet- 
ing. 

Tonight at the courthouse there will be 
another meeting in the interest of Colonel 
Howell and the citizens’ ticket, composed 
of second ward citizens. The meeting will 
be of the kind known as ward meetings, 
but, of course, all voters are invited to be 
present. A meeting will also be held at 
Woodward's hall in the fifth ward. To- 
morrow night the citizens ofhe fourth 
ward will hold a meeting to indorse the 
citizens’ ticket. 

Mr. James L. Mayson, president of the 
first ward Howell club, presided over the 
meeting last night at Akridge’s hall. Mr. 
W. M. Brotherton is secretary of the 
club. Mr. Mayson started the speech-mak- 
ing, and his remarks created great en- 
thusiasm. He paid tribute to the character 
of Colonel Howell, saying that if elected 
mayor no man in this city, high or low, 
need fear to approach him and make known 
the wants of his people. He said that it 
was especially important that the people 
elect officers whom they could go to and 
talk over matters of interest without hesi- 
tancy. He wanted to see men go in office 
who would know the people after the elec- 
tion as well as before. 

“Albert Howell is that kind of a man,” 
said Mr. Mayson. “You need never fear to 
go to him and speak freely about matters 
in this city. He is a man of the people, 
and he has proved true to every trust ever 
placed in him. He is always. courteous, 
affable and approachable.’””’ Mr. Mayson’s 
speech was well received, and the crowd 
began to warm up, 

Mr. Howell Erwin was introduced, and 
he made a ringing speech in favor of Colo- 
nel Howell and the citizens’ ticket. He 
said that he had known Colonel Howell 
since he was a boy on the street, and that 
he was proud of him as a citizen of Atlan- 
ta, one who is competent and able to be 
chief executive of this growing metropolis. 
Mr. Erwin said that it was a mystery to 
him why Mr. Collier announced himself a 
candidate for mayor, and tnen withdrew, 
but later announced again. He said that it 
was strange that a short time after Mr. 
Collier announced the second time the 
committee of forty movement was started. 
Referring to that movement Mr. Erwin 
created great enthusiasm by declaring that 
he never believed that the time would 
come when one man would arrogate to him- 
self the power of naming forty men to dic- 
tate to the people whom they would vote 
for. 

Continuing, Mr. Erwin referred to tue 
statement accredited to Colonel Howell to 
the effect that the policemen who had 
contributed to the exposition fund were re- 
fused free admission for their wives and 
children on one day.

Colonel Howell Speaks. 

While Chairman Mayson was addressing 
the meeting Colonel Howell reached the 
hall. He quietly stood near the rear door, 
not beingAble to secure a seat. The colonel 
was seen as Mr. Erwin concluded, and a 
shout went up for Howell. He walked 
from the rear to the stand and was cheered 
by the crowd. He thanked the meeting for 
the receptitn and said that it was a pleas- 
ure to be among so many warm friends. 
He said that it would be his endeavor to 
come up to the standard marked out for 
him by Mr. Mayson and Mr. Erwin in their 
speeches. He promised to do his duty fear- 
lessly and faithfully if elected mayor, 

Colonel Howell said that he favored a 
reduction of taxes and an equalization of 
taxes. He said that the home property 
owner should be protected und not over- 
taxed, while the rich man escaped the pay- 
ment of taxes by giving in his property at 
half its valuation. The home owner was 
compelled to pay taxes on the full value 
of his property. He said that he favored 
one year contracts for street paving and 
no more. If possible he would have con- 
tracts for each job of work, the lowest 
bidder getting the work. He said that he 
was pledged to an economical administra- 
tion of government and to reduce taxes 
next year. He said that in the aldermanic 
board he had voted against the purchase 
of the exposition grounds and buildings 
and voted against it alone, demanding the 
yeas and nays in the board. It was not 
in the council where the matter came up, 
as incorrectly stated yesterday afternoon, 
but in the aldermanic board. A majority 
of the aldermen favored the purchase, said 
Colonel Howell, but Mayor King vetoed 
the scheme. 

At the mention of Maycr King’s name 
in that connection fhe big crowd yelled 
approval of the mayor's course and attest- 
ing his popularity. Concluding, Colonel How- 
eli said that he had no objects to serve, no 
scheme to accomplish. He wanted to be 
mayor so that he could work for the good 
of the people. He pledged himself to study 
the wants of the city to help to 
upbuild it. 

Other Candidates Heard From. 

Mr. Frank J. Hoyle, candidate for coun- 
cil from the sixth ward, was in the hall and 
the crowd called for him. Mr. Hoyle rep- 
resents the sixth on the citizens’ ticket. 
He said that he wanted to praise the pa-

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A COLLECTOR DISAPPEARS. 


W. E. lLawhorne Leaves and Is 
Thought To Have Funds with Him. 
Another very mysterious disappearance 

of a young man was reported to the police 
last night. which resembles very much 
the strange antics of F. L. Castieberyy, 
who claims he had to leave town to save 
his life, and took his employer’s money 
with him. 

In this case W. E. Lawhorne, who is em- 
ployed at the Phoenix Loan Company, has 
apparently vanished into thin air, and no 
trace of him can be found. 

The police were notified last night, and 
the city was scoured for the missing man, 
but without success. His friends and his 
employer are afraid he has been foully 
dealt with. 

Lawhorne is employed by the above firm 
in the capacity of collector. He reported 
for duty about 7 o'clock yesterday morning, 
and was given his bills to collect for the 
day. He left the office apparently in good 
spirits and signified no intention of leaving 
the city. 

At noon when it was his duty to report 
he never came. At the closing hour late 
yesterday afternoon he still never put in 
an appearance, and Mr. Warner, the head 
of the Phoenix Company, began to grow 
alarmed. 

Mr. Warner then took a car and went out 
to Reynoldstown whe#e the missing young 
man resides. Lawhorne’s people knew 
nothing of his whereabouts. He had not 
been at home since morning, and they were 
unable to understand his actions. 

Lawhorne’s brother then became thor- 
Oughly alarmed and started out to search 
for the prodigal. Up to a late hour last 
night his efforts had proved futile. Mr. 
Warner, the manager of the Phoenix Com- 
pany, was seen last night, and does not 
believe his collector has absconded. 

“I really do not know,” said he. “what to 
think ef Lawhorne’s disappearance. He 
fias been in our employ three months 
and we always had implicit confidence in 
him. We noticed nothing unusual :n his 
demeanor yesterday morning, and when he 
failed to show up at noon, I just supposed 
he was off on a drunk, although I never 
knew him to drink in my life. 

“He could not have collected any great 
amount from the bills I gave him to work. 
Just how much of our money he had we, 
of course, do not know, but suppose it was 
a small sum. He has newer acted this way 
before, and we are very uneasy about him. 
His sudden disappearance is a deep mys- 
tery to us.” 

It may be possible that Lawhorne is st'll 
in the city unharmed. His actions, how- 
ever, are decidedly suspicious.

WATT GANT THE LAST STRAW 


Thinks the Negro’s Testimony Will 
Save His Life.

now frowning, now on the verge of tears. 
When seen yesterday he appeared as 
though the thought of the gallows was up- 
permost in his mind. With an effort he 
threw off the gruesome idea which seemed 
He was willing to talk. 
in fact, so long as the 
conversation with cheerful things, 
hut the mere mention of anything that 
suggested the fatal Friday, now so close 
at hand, caused him to shudder and shrug 
his shoulders in dispieasure, With deter- 
mination he refused to let his mind rest 
upon the awful thought of death. 

All visitors are barred from seeing him 
except those who are able to untie the red 
tape with which he is hid from the outer 
world. It is as hard to obtain admittance 
to Hanye’s cell as it would be to get an 
audience with the czar of Russia. A per- 
mit from the sheriff is necessary. It is not 
easily obtained. Though the best reasons 
in the world may be offered, Sheriff Barnes 
has red tape tangled about the prisoner 
in huge hunks and tied in hard knots to 
keep all visitors away. Good reasons don’t 
go very far with the sheriff. He insists on 
getting the consent of the prisoner's attor- 
neys and when that is obtained other ob- 
stacles are thrown in the way. He insists 
then that the relatives of the prisoner send 
hgn formal notification that they have no 
objections to the visitor’s admittance and 
when that is done his permit is issued with 
reluctance. Three hours were consumed in 
satisfying the demands of the sheriff yester- 
day, though all that was desired was a 
sketch of the prisoner, to be taken in the 
presence of the jailer, the turnkey, the 
cuards and all other jail officials who de- 
sired to be present. 

Since Arthur Hanve's attenmpt to escape 
he has been chained by the ankles to the 
masonry of the cell. He is watched by day 
and night and no pains are spared to pre- 
vent his escape. Only ordained ministers 
of the gospel have been admitted to his 
cell until yesterday, when a Constitution 
reporter was given the ‘‘open sesame,” after 

ours af.wire pulling, made necessary by 
the sheriff's red tape. 

He Loves To Have Company. 

When the door of his cell was opened to 
admit the reporter and an artist Hanye 
stopped his restless walking and greeted 
the visitors with a welcome that was al- 
most cordial, though they were strangers 
to him. The sight of a new face and the 
sound of a new voice seemed pleasing to 
the poor fellow and he was not backward 
in entering into a conversation. 

Hanye is moody and changeable in his 
disposition, but hope is his chief character- 
istic at this stage. Occasionally he re- 
lapses into despair. Hope marked every 

‘thought that the prisoner expressed in 
words yesterday. Hope was depicted in 
every feature of his face. “I will not die, I 
know I will not die,’’ he seemed to be re- 
peatinge over and over again to himself. 
- Whenever there was a turn in the conver- 
sation which suggested the approach of his 
last day on earth a look of despair that was 
pitiful to see came into his eyes, but with 
an ¢é¢ffort that was plainly noticeable he 
would throw off the horrible thought that 
came over him like a nightmare. When he 
is alone this thought of the gallows comes 
to him frequently. He has no one to talk 
to then, no one to lead his mind into other 
channels by conversation. His remedy is 
in prayer. Time and time again, through- 

“out the day he throws himself upon his 
knees and pours out a fervent prayer to God 
to save him from the horrible fate that is 
Staring him in the face. 

Watt Gant His Last Hope. 

The arrival of the negro, Watt Gant, one 
of the witnesses to the crime whose testi- 
mony was not recorded in court, has done 
more than anything else to revive the prise 
oner’s drooping spirits. On that testimony, 
Which hus been presented to the governor 
and which will be argued by Lawyer Aus- 
tin tomorrow morning, Hanye bases his 
main hope for a commutation of his death 
sentence to one of life imprisonment. The 
negro has been out of the state since the 
Stabbing occurred and only returned to 
Atianta a few days ago. 

“f am feeling better today than yoster- 
day,” said Hanyeo, after his first greeting. 
“The testimony of Watt Gant will, I belPve, 
convince the governor that my sentence is 
too severe.” 

Hayne was seated on the edge of his cot 
When he made this statement. His face 
Was covered partially with an -uneven 
krowth of black beard which had not been 
Shaved for more than a week. He was in 
his bare feet, without a coat or white 
shirt, but clad in his undershirt and a pair 

trousers. His hairswas uncombed and 
looked tousled as of he had been running 
his fingers through it repeatedly. 
“You know I did not have murder in my 
lieart,’’ he continued, his eyes looking ques- 
lioningly as if he expected an answer to 
lis statement, which was made half as a 
declaration and half as a question. ‘‘Why 
the thought of killing Will Spinks was as 
far from my mind as it could possibly be. 
We were the best friends in the world.” 

How He Expected To Escape. 

“They tell me that the governor and 
Others have declared that I cannot have 
much religion if I planned to escape from 
this jail by killing the jailer. I don’t blame 
them for saying it if such a thing were 
true, but God Knows that when I planned 
\o get out I had no idea of harming the 
jailer or any other man. I have suffered 
enough *from one crime not to commit 
ai er. uld not escape this minute 
if I had to kill anybody. I would not kill 
a human being for anything in the world. 
With the gallows right before my face, I 
would not strike down the jailer if he was 
the only thing between me and liberty, no 
matier how much I long for freedom. The 
stories about the weapons in my cell have 
been exaggerated. The knife was but a 
pen knife, yet it was pictured in the papers 
as if it was a dirk, I did not intend to

Central Section, 
‘Throughout this section there has been 
but little change in the general atimfos- 
pherie conditions Which have prevailed for 
eeveral weeks,—high temperature and little 
or no rain. These conditions have not 
been at all favorable to any crops. Some 
rain has fallen, but the showers were 
very light as a rule and partially distrib- 
uted. Cotton continues to shed and rust 
so that the yield will be much below what 
was anticipated early in July. In many 
localities the plant is said to be yellow 
and drying up. Late cotton was somewhat 
benefited where favored with showers dur- 
ing the past week. Picking is progressing 
and some has been baled and shipped. 
Gardens are badly parched and many are 
totally ruined by the drought. Fodder 
pulling is nearing completion and most 
of the crop has been saved in fine condi- 
tion. Potatoes are generally fair, but bad- 
ly in need of rain.

“Throughout the southern counties unusu- 
ally hot and dry weather has prevailed 
during the past seven days, and all vege- 
tation has suffered very mucli. Cotton is 
shedding its squares very fast, and there 
is almost universal complaint of rust in- 
creasing. The fruit is opening prema- 
turely in many localities, and the general 
yield is falling decidedly short of the nor- 
mal. Cotton picking has been quite general 
and some has been ginned and sold. Most 
of the turnip seed that were sown are 
either coming up badly or not at all: the 
ground is too dry and hard for germina- 
tion. Many of the young plants are dying 
from the effects Of the parcliing rays of 
the sun.

Judge Andy Calhoun Releases the 
Local Orientals. 


OPIUM DEN WAS DESTROYED 


Celestials Warned To Quit Their Sun- 


day Night Fun. 


PIGTAILS DEPART IN GREAT JOY 


Recorder Quotes the Law Concerning 
the Use of Opium and Gives 
His Position. 


The unfortunate focal pigtails who were 
ruthlessly arrested and locked in the 
station house ten days ago for frequenting 
an opium joint were gladdened by Judge 
Calhoun yesterday afternoon when he dis- 
missed the cases against the entire gang 
and allowed them to go free. 

The men were tried the day after they 
Were arrested, but the recorder was not 
entirely satisfied with the law governing 
the case, and although he convicted the 
Chinese, yet he delayed passing sentence 
upon them until yesterday. 

When the nineteen orientals stood befaqye 
the bar of justice and heard the words 
which gave them their freedom, a benign 
smile decorated every countenance, and 
they bowed their appreciation to his honor 
with the gravest politeness. 

Whil&é the Chinese fortunately 
the penalty of the law, yet they did not 
free themselves entirely of punishment. 
Judge Calhoun gave them a lecture which 
is very apt to guide their feet into the law- 
ful path and will probably break up their 
place of amusement for the future, where 
they were so innocently raising money tor 
a Sunday school picnic. 

Was It an Opium Joint? 

At the trial last week the evidence was 
rather convincing that the Chinese, when 
arrested, were frequenting an opium joint. 
In fact the officers’ swore that several 
orientals were already in the unconscious 
state when they entered the room, and that 
several others were. pulling the pipe for 
all they were worth. 

The Chinese, however, claim there was 
no opium in the house and that in no sense 
is their establishment an opium joint. The 
law is very strict against not only the pro- 
prietors of such dens, but also against the 
frequenters thereof. 

Judge Calhoun looked into the case very 
carefully all last week, and the fact that 
there was some doubt about the place be- 
ing a rendezvous for opium smokers, and 
also that this was the first offense of the 
prisoners, that he would be more lenient 
than he had first thought, and let the men 
If they are caught there again, how- 
ever, and it is clearly proved that they are 
smoking opium, Judge Calheun will show 
little mercy and will give the orientals a 
good punishment. 

The Law in the Case. 

The law which has governed Judge Cal- 
houn in the case is found in section 495 of 
the amended city code of Atlanta and is as 
follows: — 

“Bach and every person who shall keep,

Set up or maintain, or open, in this city any 
house, room or place of any description, for 


the smoking of opium or any preparation 
thereof, or who shall be an inmate or fre- 
quenter of, or who shall in any way be 
connected with any house or place, or 
Shall contribute to its support, and each 
any every person who shall permit anv 
such house in his possession to be used or 
occupied for any such purpose—shall on 
convietion thereof be fined not less than $0 
or more than $300 for each offense.” 

Judge Calhoun Talks. p 

Judge Calhoun, when seen yesterday af- 
ternoon, talked very freely about his posi- 
tion in the case. 

“Of course the law,” said he, “is very 
strict in this offense, but it was not clearly 
proved that they were smoking opium, and 
I decided to give them the benefit of the 
doubt. These Chinese are good 
and they never trouble anybody 
some one jumps on them first. | may be 
making a mistake to let them go, but I 
might have made a greater mistake to have 
fined them $50 each when there is such a 
grave doubt as to their guilt. 

“Then again, the evidence proved that 
even if there had been opium there, the 
mén who were smoking it were not arrest- 
ed, and those who were locked up were 
merély indulging in a game, the charac- 
ter of which I do not know. The Atlanta 
Chinese, as a class, are good fellows any- 
way, and I do not care to fine them unless 
I am absolutely compelled to do so. 

“If they are ever arrested again, though, 
on this same charge I will give every one 
of them $50 and costs.”’ 

History of the Raid. 

The local orientals have their clubrooms 
at the corner of Forsyth and Mitchell 
streets. It was their custom to assemble 
there every Sunday night and make the 
air hideous with their uncanny jabberings 
and unearthly vells. 

Thé police had been shadowing the place 
for some time with a suspicious eye, and 
last Sunday night a week ago Sergeant 
Abbott summoned several men and deter- 
mined on a raid. 
by surprise and transferred nineteen of 
them to the station house. A complete 
fan tan paraphernalia, the great Chinese 
gambling game, was found in the room, 
as well as a good pile of money on the 
center tables. Several men were lying in 
the corhers apparently senseless from the 
effects of opium, and several others were 
calmly, hitting the pipe to their heaft’s

James Saunders, an employe of the At- 
lanta Gaslight Company, brings suit for 
damages against the company for $1,000, 
alleging that he inhaled gas which caused 
him great suffering and large doctor's 
bills. 

Saunders says he was an inexperiencea 
workman, and did not know anything about 
the effects of gas, and was ignorant of the 
manner in which the gas was blown out 
of the pipes when a pipe was to be cut 
in two. 

Several days ago he was ordered to cut a 
pipe in two and blow the gas out of the 
pipe, so that it would be banked against 
the other end. He said he blew in the 
pipe, but blew the wrong way, and, instead 
of blowing out the gas, inhaled a large 
amount of it. He was ill and unconscious, 
he says, and has since lost much time on 
account of his experience. Hc wants $1,000 
for his suffering and lost time. 

Had bui One Nickel. 

Milledge Roberts says he boarded a car 
of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company with but one nickel in his pocket. 
He says there was no conductor on the car, 
and he noticed a slot device, which he sup- 
posed was to be used for the paying of 
his fare. He says he dropped his only 
nickel in the slot and watched it roll slowly 
down into the box at the front end of the 
car. 

In a short while the car passed another 
car, and the conductor got on the incoming 
car. upon which Roberts was a passenger. 
Roberts says he explained that he had 
placed his fare in the slot. the conductor 
told him that he would have to pay again, 
as the slot was not being used for the 
collection of fares. 

Reberts says he 
Was a stranger to those who were upon the 
car. The conductor is said tu have put 
the man off, and Roberts was compelled 
to walk the balance of the distance into 
the city. Roberts sues the road for $1,000, 

Flooded Her Yard with Water. 

Mrs. N. E. Edgar has filed suit for dam- 
ages against B. F. Walker for $20,000, 
claiming that her neighbor has graded his 
adjoining property so as to flood her yard 
with water whenever it rains. 

Her petition shows that she is the owner 
of a lot on Macon street. Mr. Walker's lot 
has been filled in several feet, and when it 
rains, she says, the water overflows and 
floods the vard, getting so high that it 
runs into her house and damages the 
carpets. 

When the water recedes, which is said to 
be very gradual, the yard is covered with 
mud and filth, and she claims that her 
children have been made ill on account of 
the filth and garbage leit by the waiter.

For Economy in Public Affairs. 

Editor Constitution—Kindly allow me, in 
a few words, to tender my hearty approval 
of Judge Hillyer’s splendid letter which ap- 
pears in Sunday’s Constitution on the sub- 
ject of curtailing expenses and the conse- 
quent reduction of the tax rate now im- 
posed upon the people of Atlanta. I would 
supplement and emphasize the judge's un- 
answerable suggestions and recommenda- 
tions, by maintaining that the people are 
absolutety unable to pay the present tox 
rate on the assessments now on property. 
It is nothing to the discredit of Atlanta, 
when compared to other cities, to say that 
property is at least 80 per cent off in prices 
current some years since, or about the time 
the present assessment was leyied. Ii is 
not the fault of Atlanta, Property has not 
gone down in price; money has gone up. 
But I will not undertake to discuss the 
question as to how this condition of things 
and the times were brought about. It is 
sufficient for present purposes to know 
that they exist. Everything is down, every- 
thing is off, except taxes, salaries and other 
fixed prices and incomes. Now, why not 
reduce the tax rate so as to have it con- 
form with the times? Just so long as this 
vast sum of money is wrung from the peo- 
ple, just so long will the mayor and coun- 
cil find a place or places to put it. If they 
cannot dispose of it in any other way, they 
will create offices and increase salaries, The 
people have ten days yet left before the 
city primary, to ascertain the feelings and 
inclinations of the several candidates on 
this most important subject. We ure ella 
great deal more interested in the reduc- 
tion of taxes and city expenses than we 
should be in the question as to whether the 
Brotherton or the English faction sheuld 
prevail. Let us select men pledged to the 
reduction of the tax rate from 1% to 14 per 
cent, and then when they are elec ted see 
that they reduce accordingly. Then let 
them go to work reducing expenses in all 
the ways they can, 80 as to have the ex- 
pense conform with the new rate. As stated 
before, if the money be first raised, a place 
to put it will be found or created. We 
too often see a big salaried boss with a 
clean white shirt standing over one poor 
negro digging a hole in the street: or four 
or five men standing around one or two 
books, drawing from $1,200 to $2,400 per an- 
num. doing the work one man at a salary 
of $1,000 per year would do. Make every 
candidate pledge his vote to reduce the 
tax rate for the year 1897 and thencefor- 

ward to 14 per cent and put his name down 
to that effect before his eyes, and you 
have something tangible. Every voter in 
Atlanta should read Judge Hillyef’s let- 


ter. It will open his eyes.

Sad Case of Mrs. Woodsides and Her 
Family History. 


SHE IS NOW A. PRISONER 
The Mother of Mack Is Also an Ob- 
ject of Charity and Deserves 
Attention. 


The sympathies of the charitable people 


of this city have been aroused by the fact 


that Mrs. Woodside avas sentenced to four 
days in jail, and it is possible that within 
a few days a movement will be inaugu- 
rated to send her to a place where she 
can be properly taken care of, 

It is evident that the woman Is crazy. 
She has acted in a manner in which no 
fsane person would act. <All with whom 
she has come in contact say that she is 
crazy. Her troubles have been manifold 
ana have followed each other in quick 
succession, It is no surprise to those who 
know something of her life to hear that 
she is demented. 

She has had trials and troubles that 
would have sent many a Woman to the 
asylum long ago, and it is only by the ex- 
ertion of a wonderful will power that Mrs, 
Woodside has been able to bear up this 
tong. ler son Mack ts enough to drive 
any woman crazy. 

She stands on 
sort fashion all day long, 
One would think that she begs,- very few 
have ever seen or heard her ask 
penny. And though she strikes one 
beggar, she has u certain 
lined look that causes ‘her far above 
the common beggar. She is always neatly 
and cleanty dressed and is never seen with- 
out a pocketbook in -her hand. 

Many persons in Atlanta have offered to 
buy her a sewing machine and thus enable 
her to make a living for herself by sew- 
ing, but she says that she has never work- 
ed for a living and doesn’t propose to do 
so now, Iler Kinsmen have tried time and 
ugain to her to come and live with 
them, but has always refused. this, 
and prefers to stand-on the street corners. 
These few facts go to show that her mind 
is affected. Were her mind -not unbal- 
anced it is but reasonable to suppose that 
she would accept these kind offers and 
mike a living for herself. 

Children in Almshouse. 

Mrs. Woodside’s two youngest children— 
a boy and a girl—are in the Home for the 
Il“riendless, having been sent there some 
time ago. 

The children were in 
some time, having been given to her by 
Judge Berry in a trial for the possession 
of them. The father of the children began 
proceedings to recover possession of them 
and Was successful. 

After the children had been in 
session for some time he carried them to a 
boarding house on North Broad street, 
Where he rented a room from Mrs. Reed, 
the boarding house mistress. When he 
carried the children to thie place they 
were very. dirty and very scantily clad. 
Their clothing, what little \there was left 
of it, was in tatters and both children 
were barefooted. 

Woodside promised to pay Mrs. Reed in 
advance tor the keeping of the children, 
but he put her off continually until? he 
disappeared, and then knew that he 
had no intention of paving her. She 
clothed both children and fed thenr, and 
ad this.she received not one cent until 
time matter was carried to the courts. 
Then she received $10. 

Woodside is an ingenious sort of fellow, 
in that he ean invent and tell many tales 
why he hasn't money and when he is to 
receive it. He proved himself to be by no 
means the proper person to take care of 
children. He represented himself to be a 
printer, making $3 a day, and had always 
just missed the foreman and would pay 
his board the next day. In this way he 
put off the unsuspecting land!ady until by 
suddenly keeping away from the place he 
showed her that he had no intention of 
paying the bill. 

Mrs. Reed carried the case to court and 
Swore out & warrant against Woodside 
for obtaining board under false pretenses 
and deserting his minor children. 

The case was decided against Woodside 
and he was botind over to the city crimi- 
nal court under a heavy bond. One night 
soon after the case had been disposed 
of a mysterious lady wearing a thick veil 
and accompanied by a negro womfran called 
On Mrs. Reed and by pleading with her 
and begging her not to prosecute the 
case caused her to compromise for $10 
board, 

Soon after this the children were sent 
to the Home for the Friendless, and Mrs. 
Woodside, if such a thing is possible, be- 
gan to look even more listless than before. 
She has been looking for her children, and 
whenever any one talks to her of them 
She immediately brightens up anu the sad 
look fades from her face. 

These are only a few of the troubles of 
the woman who is now spending four 
days behind the bars of the station house. 
She was deserted by a husband who, it 
is said, Was very mean and brutal to her, 
and has had her children taken from her. 
These things, in addition to many others, 
have undoubtedly caused her mind to be- 
come unsound, and she now cares very 
little whether she lives or dies. ¢ 

Her case will be looked into and it is 
more than likely that she will be sent 
somewhere where she can be treated. It 
is believed by many ‘that if she were 
given the right kind of treatment she 
would soon become a sound woman. Be 
this as it may, the charitable citizens of 
Atlanta will not allow this poor woman to 
stand on “the street corners and every day 
or two be taken to the station house and 
ag up for a greater or less period of 
ime.

\HER SORROWS MANY | DEFECT IN NEW RIFLE! 


New Army Gun Said To Be Out of 
Whack. 


TROOPS RETURN FROM WACO 


Second Battalion To Make the Trip in 
a Few Days—Preparing 
To Move. 


On September Oth the first battalion of 
the Fifth United States infantry now sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson barracks will re- 
turn from Waco, where they have been 
taking their outing. Immediately 
after their return the second battalion 
will take the trip and camp out on the 
grounds that the first battalion leaves. 

The camp life of the soldiers has been 
more successful this year than ever before, 
and the soldiers are well pleased with the 
outing. Target practice has been partici- 
pated in a great deal and some excellent 
records have been made. 

There has been a great amount of com- 
plaint about the new Krag-Jorgensen gun 
from different sources, There seems to be 
some defect {fl it that affects the accuracy 
of its aim. The gun, it seems, when aim- 
ed directly at a target invariably sends 
the bullet above and to the right of the 
spot aimed at. 

It seems that the defect is caused by the 
rifle not having a wind gauge. The slight- 
est breeze very materially affects the ac- 
curacy of the aim and causes target shoot- 
ing under such circumstances to be mefe 
ruceswork, It is not known why the 
defect in the gun was not discovercd when 
it was trst tested. The wind gauge Was 
advocated by all old army sharpshooters, 
who predicted that the gun would not be ac- 
curate without this attachment. 

rie soldiers at Waco, however, have 
been troubled very little with this dcfect 
in the gun, and find it far superior to the 
old Springtield rifle. 

The rear sight, the one seid to be defec- 
tive because it has not a wind gauge, is 
the soldiers at Waco to be very 
accurate, and taking all in all the gun is 
as good they want it. 

The Krag-Jorgensen rifle is still in an ex- 
perimental stage, and old army men Say 
that it will be some vears before it reaches 
a state of perfection, 

Notwithstanding the defects, the gun as 
it is is far superior to the old Springfield 
rifle and is used to better advantage by 
the soldiers at Waco, They have made bet- 
ter records with it so far than they ever 
made with the old gun, The new ro can- 
not be improved upon in anything except 
the rear sight, and when this is done it 
will be in a state of perfection, 

The second battalion is looking forward 
with great expectations to the trip to Waco 
and they expect to make some records that 
will beat those made by the men now at 
the range. Some fine riflemen can be count- 
ed among them, and their shooting will be 
about the best ever seen in this 
of the country.
